L'ut down pine brush enough to 
conceal you. Choose a spot that Is not conspicuous. Sit down. 
Don't utter a syllable. No matter where I am. I'll take care of 
the dog. Walt ten or dftecn minutes, and then give a low call. 
If It Is not answered In ten minutes call again, low. Grow 
holder, just as If you were a turkey, and were satlsded from tbe 
long silence that the enemy had departed. But above all don't 
call loo soon, or too loud, or too much. The turkey Is as crafty 
a bird as any you ever hunted, and Is as easily overdone as any. 
So play It naturally upon him. Let him bunt for you. Don't let 
him thluk you are hunting for him. When yon get an answer 
take your time to acknowledge It Don’t be afraid he hasn't 
located your note. His ear Is as true at the needle to the pole, 
and be may be testing your voice, and not your location. As he 
draws nearer drop your note lower. Don’t be afraid he will not 
come In. He'll do It sure. If you don't move. Don’t shoot ss 
soon as you tee him. He may be followed by two or three 
others, and you may get a double, etc., etc.” This sort of talk 
Ailed me full of turkey. Ha did not talk of tbe possibility of 
our not fading them, or of thalr refusing to corse to call, or 


of their getting to leeward, and all that. I never doubted that 
getting them up was only the work of half an hour, or that kill¬ 
ing two or three was the work of soother hour. But, confound 
the turkeys; although Don worked like a Trojan, not a turkey 
was to be found. There were the marks, there tbe wallows, 
there tbe prints, there (he feathers, but never a turkey. Long 
and vain was the search; for half a mile we trudged along the 
wood’s edge. Then we took a turn back In tbe woods. Once 
or twice Don quickened bis pace, and I quickened my hope, but 
at last we wound up at a fence, beyond which was beautiful 
stubble which we resolved to bunt for partridges, and we re¬ 
traced our steps to tbe horses, abandoning turkey as a bad Job.

pathy for those that would hold up their hands lu horror for the simple 
shooting of a bird, or the killing of any animal in the ordinary way. I 
believe that mankind are really lords of the fowl and the beast; yet 
they should not with malice torment any living thing. With regard to 
the law, 1 have come to the conclusion that it Is not the Intent of this 
law to prohibit pigeon shooting. The decisions that have beeu cited 
are all. I believe, or nearly all, from New York, aud under the statute 
as it stood prior to the adoption ol the law permitting; these pigeon 
matches. That law Is different from our law. Its wording Is different. 
There is sufficient difference to my miud to justify me id saying that 
under that law a conviction would be right, and under our law a con¬ 
viction would not be right for couductlug and carrying on a match of 
this kind; except it was shown that there was some unusual, unneces¬ 
sary and uncommou thing done in carrying It on, or In the treatment of 
the birds Thu evidence goes to show that nothing of that kind was 
done lu this case; that in fact there was great care taken to retrieve 
the birds as soon as possible and dispatch them; there s-eraed to be

CHAPTER XI. 

The Dalmatian or Coach* 

Doe. 

In spite of the meagerness,In 
point of numbers, of the entries 
In the Dalmatian classes St 
mo6t shows, few breeds attract 
more attention, simply, we be¬ 
lieve, on account of the peculi¬ 
arity of tbs markings, which 
are Indispensable to success ou 
the beueb. It Is so seldom that a 
really well-marked dog Is seen 
following a carriage, that those 
unacquainted with the few 
really good ones which appear 
at shows. Invariably expreaa 
great surprise and admiration 
at the regularity and brilliancy 
of their coloring. Of the ante¬ 
cedents of the Dalmatian it Is 
extremely bard to speak with 
certainty, but It appears that 
tbe breed baB altered but little 
since It was first Illustrated In 
Bewick’s book on natural his¬ 
tory, for In It appears an en¬ 
graving of a dog who would be 
able to bold bis own In high- 
class competition In the present 
day, and whose markings are 
sufficiently well developed to 
eallsfy the most exacting of 
judges. Indeed, tbe almout 
geometrical exactness with 
wblcb tbe spots are represented 
by Bewick Impresses u» with 
the Idea that Imagination great¬ 
ly asslrled nature In producing 
what be thought ought to be; 
his Ideal, however exaggerated, 
la at'tbe same time a standard 
worth breeding up to In that 
moat Important feature In this 
dog, the brilliancy and regular¬ 
ity of hie markings. In former 
times It was the Invariable cus¬ 
tom to remove the ears by crop¬ 
ping, as Is the case Id tbe pres¬ 
ent day with bull and English 
terriers ; and In many cases the 
whole flap of the ear was cut 
off entirely, exposing the cav¬ 
ity, as was tbe custom of the 
time to deal with puga, making 
the dog, to our modern notion, 
hideous, and laying him open 
toaiUcksof inflammation and 
canker In ODe of bis most deli¬ 
cate organa, which frequently 
ended In deafness; but this bar¬ 
barous and utterly useless prac¬ 
tice at last died out, and tbe 
dog now appears as nature 
formed blm. One decided ar¬ 
gument to be used against tbe 
use of tbe cropping-knife In 
the case ofD.lmailaus Is that tbs 
color and .hope of the tar are 
matters of some considerable 
Importance. A heavily-marked 
or badly-formed ear would, of 
course, tell against a dog In 
competition, and when these 
are manipulated by cropping, It 
la Impossible to decide how they 
would have naturally appeared. 

A ebauge bas come over tbe 
opinions of breeders of late as 
regards which other breed of 

dog the Dalmatlon most resembles; a little time back It was tbe 
bull-terrier, and now It Is tbe modern polDter which claims the 
honor. We cannot ourselves see any similarity between tbe former 
and tbe Dalmatian, as tbe beads are ao to' ally dlatinct In abape and 
character, bat our readeracan have the opportunity of cumparlug 
these two breeds without dlflflc^ty, as they appear In the came 
Illustration In this work. 

A very general, but erroneous, Impression la prevalent that the 
Dalmatian la a dog which Is devoid of Intelligence, and Incapable 
of being employed In soy other manner than following a car¬ 
riage, or accompanying Its master’s horses at exercise. In Its 
native land it certainly has been used In the field, and though 
we have never ourselves seen one thus employed, we can give no 
reason for doubting that, If carefully broken, the Dalmatian 
would be founds useful companion In a day amongst the heather, 
aa from hla similarity In abape and build to a large-slaed pointer, 
he should be well qualified to undergo tbe fatigue of a hard day’s 
shooting. 

Borne few years biCk, when the Holborn. Amphitheatre waa 
open, there waa a Wonderfully clever troupe of performing dogs 
amongst tbe attractions there. Amongst these wee a rather good 
Dalmatian, who waa entrusted with the rote of clown, and It was 
really surprising to tea tbs Intelligence be displayed In burlesqu¬ 


ing the tricks of the other members of tbe troupe. For Instance, 
the poodles sod other dogs would run up to a gate and leap It, 
then the Dalmatian, apparently Influenced by the example of hla 
human prototype, would run round the ring two or three times, 
barking loudly, aa If to attract attention, walk slowly np to tbe 
gate, and then scramble under It, amtdat roars of laughter from 
tbe andlence, who evidently sympathised with him In hla per¬ 
formance. We can also render personal testimony to the general 
Intelligence and docility of the Dalmatian. Although hla love 
for the stable and the companionship of the horse la hla constant 
and ruling passion, and one bat rarely developed to tbe same ex¬ 
tent In any other breed, he la capable of showing and exercising 
In a strong degree personal attachment to hla master; and many 
of them are most excellent guards. As such they are peculiarly 
adapted to run with the business vans and paroela-dellvery carta 
of our tradesmen, to which they would at once prove an orna¬ 
ment and a protection Infinitely superior In both respects to the 
enormities In dog-flesh they allow their men to carry about with 
them. Tbe Idea—and It la a correct one— la gradually gaining 
ground that a well-bred and handsome dog (a generally superior 
to mongrela In the execution of the duties they are chosen for, 
and ODe of our objects In writing this book la to strengthen and 
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spread this healthy notion, the practical outcome of which brings 
credit to tbe country. We are at a loss to discover any valid 
reason for the existence of mongrels In a country where the sup¬ 
ply of pnre-bred dogs of every breed la practically unlimited. 

Tbe chief physical characteristic of the breed la tbe marking. 
The body of the dog la while, and Its head, ears, body, tall, sod 
legs should be covered with round spots about the else of a half¬ 
penny, either black or liver In color. In many specimens the 
muzale and legs are marked with spots of both colors, and thla 
la considered no disfigurement; In fact, some judges rather prefer 
It as giving a gayer appearance to the dog. A very common 
fault la a black half-face, or a black ear and these are decided 
blemishes, as is the lack of spots on the tall; and here It Is that 
many good specimens fall In competition. Another point which 
should not be lost sight of in Judging or buying a Dalmatian la 
the fret and legs. One requires these dogs for bard work, and 
it la Impossible that a dog poaaeaalog weak legs and badly-formed 
feet cau endure tbe fatigue of following a carriage for several 
hoars a day. 

Captain, the property of Mr. J. Fawdry, la the dog we have 
selected for llloatratlon, aa he la Indisputably the beat specimen 
now before tbe public. He made hla debut at the third Kennel 
Club Show held at the Crystal Palace In ItTfi aa Trariaer, win¬ 


ning first prise, and on leaving hla then owner and breeder’s 
(Mr. Cbaa. Lewis Boyce) kennels, he waa re-chrlatened by hla 
new owner, Mr. Oldham, of Manchester. Uhlan, hla name again 
being changed to Captain; but bla merits were and are too genuine 
to be affected by a capricious and foolish change of title, and 
under each be has continued to hold hla position aa the beat Dal¬ 
matian of hla time, having won almost every prise of Importance 
for which be has since competed. Captain la of Illustrious pa¬ 
rentage, being of the strain of those old and auceeasful breeders 
Mr. R. Hale, of Brlerly Hill, and Mr. H. Hale, of Bartuo-on- 
Trent, the former of whom won with Noble, oue of Captain’s pro¬ 
genitors, at Birmingham Show In 1809. He Irby Boyce’s Carlo, 
oat of his Vic, by Mr. Hale’s Noble, and bla measurements are 
as follows: Nose to atop, 3| Inches; stop to occiput, 5 Inches; 
length of back. 21 Inches; girth of forearm, 7 Inches; girth of 
knee, 5 Inches: girth of pastern, 4i Inches; height at shoulders, 
93 Inches; height at elbow, 19 Inches; height at loins, 20 Inches; 
height at hock, &i Inches; length of tall, 12} Inches. 

Before this dog’s appearance, Mr. R. L. Price, of Rhlwlas, 
swept tbe bench with hla champion Crib, who ia also of Hale's 
blood, but age and Infirmity prevented the old hero ever com¬ 
peting with a fair chance of success with Mr. Fawdry’s grand 

specimen. But he also must, 
we fear, give way to youuger 
aspirants, being at tbe time we 
write in hla tenth year; and 
among the juniors that have as 

J et come under our notice is 
lr. R. LI. Price’s Tom Crib, 
aon of ebampton Crib. There 
are, however, a great number 
of these dogs kept In various 
parts of the kingdom wblcb are 
not sent to dog shows, and 
among them we frequently ob¬ 
serve specimens of great worth. 
Some years ago many excellent 
Dalmatians were to be met with 
In that part of the Black C >un- 
try, as It Is called, embracing 
Weat Bromwich, Swan Village, 
Dudley, Brlerley Hill, etc. In 
tbe town of Banbury, too, we 
remember to have met with 
them In fair numbers and good 
quality, and at Kendal there Is 
generally a good show of them; 
but nowhere In England are 
they to be seen In such num¬ 
bers as In a radius of a few 
miles from tbe Crystal Palace, 
where they are not only numer¬ 
ous, but In many cases much 
above the average In good 
points. In a few Instances we 
bavc nbtlced fair specimens of 
the trl-colored variety, so rarely 
found good. 

The Head of tbe Dalmatian 
should be wide and flat, blunt 
at tbe muzzle, and tight-lipped; 
Dose black. 

Bare rather small, V-shaped, 
and very fine- If these are 
well spotted, great beauty Is 
added to the dog’s appearance. 

Byte dark, and inclined to be 
small. 

Xrck arched and light, taper¬ 
ing on to powerful and sloping 
shoulders. 

Cheet deep, and rather broad. 
Body round In ribs, and well 
ribbed up behind. 

Fore ley* straight and very 
muscular; pleoty of bone Is 
essential In this breed, so as to 
enable a dog to stand tbe wear 
and tear be has to encounter 
on the bard roads be Is com¬ 
pelled to traverse. 

Feet round, with tbe toes 
arched and well split up; pads 
round, Arm, and elastic. 

Hind lege muscular, with 
dean bocks placed near tbe 
grouud, as In the bull-dog. 

Tail tapering from tbe root, 
and carried as a pointer’s; this 
must be well spotted. 

Color and Marking «.—Well 
spotted all over with either 
black or liver-colored spots, or 
both. These should not Inter¬ 
mingle, and should be of the 
size of a sixpence to a half¬ 
penny. 

Coat Is short, close, and fine. 
General apppearanee la that 
of a strong muscular dog, capa¬ 
ble of enduring considerable 
fatigue, and possessing a fair 
amount of speed. 

The scale of points by which 
these dogs should be Judged Is

CHAPTER XII. 

The Bull-Terrier. 

No breed of dog Is at present making such a rapid advance In 
public favor as the modern and Improved bull-terrier, and Its 
well-deserved popularity seems far more likely to be permanent 
than that of other breeda which have In turn been taken up only 
to be dlsmlsaed by their owner* when their lack of Intelligence, 
cowardice, or general loatlllty, has proved them to be unworthy 
of the patronage bestowed upon them. The breed as It oow ex^ 
lets is comparatively of recent manufacture, and Is Indisputably 
the result of Judicious selection from and with tbe well-kno 
boll and terrier of theMldland counties. This dog, In Its turn, 
waa brought Into existence by croaalng tbe bull dog wltn “ 
white English terrier, and waa produced In tbe first Instance J 
the supporter! and lover* of dog-fighting, who wlahed to o 
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• longrr tod more punishing bn.1 than that possessed by a pore 
baU-dag. Tbt* Utter crow, la the drat Instance, produced a 
sulleu-looklng, thlck-ekulled dog, ahowlug alight ludlcatlooa of 
symmetry lu bU composition, butatlll admirably adapted for tbe 
purpose for which be was called Into exlateoce. How tbe preaent 
•bow bull-terrter aroae from auch a dog ta more or leaa the sub¬ 
ject of conjecture, for no trustworthy partlculara of IU origin are 
obtainable from tbe part of the country where It drat appeared; 
but there U little cause to differ from the general lmprewlon, 
tbat many of the larger-sized abow • peel mens have greyhound 
blood In their veins, whilst the smaller breed la more closely 
tilled with tbe English terrier than ta desirable. 

We ourselves have been applied to by a gentleman whose name 
la well known in the coursing world, tor permUslon to croae 
some of hla greyhound bitches with the bull-terriers Tarqutn and 
Sallust. Tbe object of this was bU desire to lnstU'stamlna and 
pluck Into bis breed, which he fancied was degenerating In these 
qualifications, and need not be gone into here, though It will, 
with bla permUslon, be noticed In tbe chapter on greyhounds. 
Tbe result of tbe drat bull-terrier cross, In each Instance, was a 
large-framed, tboogb light-boned and rather narrow-chested dog, 
with, for a bull-terrier, very snlpy Jaws, and possessing the pecul¬ 
iar aetioH of the greyhound In a marked degree. Tbe difficulty 
of breeding out tbe last point alluded to struck us tbe moment 
we saw the animals move; and the original Introducers of this 
blood Into the bull-terrier—If there are such persons in exist¬ 
ence—deserve considerable credit for their perseverance In their 
endeavors. However, not having the slightest desire to experi¬ 
mentalize In the matter, we are unable to give further Informa¬ 
tion as regards the cross, so far as It affects tbe bull-terrier, 
beyond tbe fact that the dog puppies were at once deatroyed by 
their owner, the females alone being retained by him for the pur¬ 
pose of working out bis experiment. 

One of the earliest records we can Had of the bull-terrier U In 
one of the editions of Blaine's " Rural Sports,” In which allusion 
is made to the breed In the following words;—“ A large breed 
of EnglUh terriers has of late sprung up, most of which are 
rougb-coatcd, but a few others are smooth. These, by being 
crossed with tbe bull dog, have gained undaunted courage In at¬ 
tacking the higher order of vermin—as tbe badger, etc.” 

In the “ Naturalists’ Library,” too, by Sir William Jardlne, 
published in 1848, the breed Is thus alluded to:—“In England 
tbe cross of terriers Is perceptible In sheep and cattle dogs, but 
most of all In tbe breed called bull-terriers, because It Is formed 
of these two varieties, and constitutes the most determined and 
savage race known.” 

From all recognized accounts the ancestors of the modern bull- 
terrier must have been a rough-and-ready race, and the Illustra¬ 
tion overleaf Is useful in conveying an Idea to our readers of 
wbat the creatures were like. In the dog situated In tbe lower 
portion of the plate may be found the type of a really half- 
bred dog, showing perhaps rather more bull, especially 
about the flews, than was permitted In eveu those days of 
careless breeding, but still displaying some terrier charac¬ 
teristics. The two dogs on tbe top of the steps very much 
resemble the bull und terrier still used for fighting purposes 
In the Midland counties, but In form and color they are as 
unlike a modern show bull-terrier as It Is possible to Im¬ 
agine. 

To the late Mr. James Hlnlu, of Worcester Street, Bir¬ 
mingham, Is due tbe credit of bringing tbe breed before 
the notice of tbe public I , Us later and more desirable form, 
aud with his well-known Old Madman and Puss he farmed 
our leading shows for a long period. After a time, Mr. J. 

F. Godfree, of Birmingham, appeared in the field. His cel¬ 
ebrated Young Victor fairly monopolized the prizes at the 
great exhibitions for many a day; and on his death bis 
mantle fell upon bis sou Tarquln, for some considerable 
time our own property, whose portrait will appear in due 
course amongst tbe colored plates. Almost all the leading 
breeders of the day have dipped deeply into Hinka’ Old 
Victor strain, whilst tbat of Mr. Godfree Is equally well 
patronized; and It la an undoubted fact tbat tbe breeding 
of bull-terriers la now a much easier task than it was some 
time back, as the offspring of dogs belonging to the above 
strains are more similar in type aud uniform In general ap¬ 
pearance than Is tbe case with those whose ancestors are of 
less fashionable blood. 

Tbe bull-terrier varies In Blze from five pounds weight up 
to fifty, aud thus admirers of tue breed have the opportunity of 
selecting a dog whose size Is adapted for the work or kennel ac¬ 
commodation at hand, which la no small recommendation In tbe 
case of those whose out-door space is limited. Though his 
extreme docility aud Intelligence render this breed of dog emi¬ 
nently qualified for an ln-door pet, few varieties require more gen¬ 
uine hard work and out-door exercise to get them Into show con¬ 
dition, as tbe muscles which should be so plainly visible on tbe 
fore and blnd-quarters of a dog In perfect trim become relaxed 
and flabby If his proper amount of exercise Is curtailed. Many 
exhibitors residing In towns, and who are unable to spare suffi¬ 
cient time to run their dogs In the country, have adopted tbe ex¬ 
pedient of making tbem chase a ball about their gardens for an 
hour or two a day, or else by hanging a piece of cat-«kln on a 
wall, or at the end of a stick, and keeping It out of the dog’s reach, 
they cause their terrier to exercise himself In his unceasing en¬ 
deavors to obtain possession of tbe treasure by Jumping up at It. 
These methods of exercising a dog In a small space may perhaps 
be novel to readers who are unacquainted with the devices to 
which many successful breeders and exhibitors are compelled to 
resort, In their endeavors to compete with others whose oppor¬ 
tunities for bringing their dogs fit and well to the post are more 
extensive. 

A very silly prejudice exists against the bull-terrier on account 
of bis alleged Invariable ferocity of temper and Irresistible Incli¬ 
nation to tight with all other dogs that come within bis reach; 
thus many would-be supporters of tbs breed have held aloof from 
It In consequence of tbe reports they have heard concerning him. 
That there Is a slight foundation for these detractions we cannot 
deny, but after a pretty considerable experience of bull-terriers 
we unhesltallugly affirm tbat the prejudice against hla temper Is 
grossly exaggerated; no breed of dog, If properly brought up and 
kindly treated, la more susceptible of affection toward hla mas¬ 
ter, and docility and Intelligence are properties which are highly 
developed In a bull-terrier. Naturally a dog which may be said 
to be a born gladiator puss eases a greater amount of courage and 
teuac tv in bis attack than animals of a gentler temperament, and 
s firm temper Is often required to keep them In thorough died- 

6 line; but aa a gentleman's companion In town or country, tbe 
nil-terrier Is unapproached by any other breed of dog. He Is 
handsome to look at, affectionate, dean In tbs bouse, and very 
tricky; an excellent water dog, and, though It may be discredited 
by some peoile, as ire convinced that his nose Is equal to tbat 
of many dogs used In the field, though bis Impetuous disposition 
would render It a difficult nutter to keep him under tbe severe 
control so esse nt ial In a Bald dog. As a retriever be Is naturally 
hard-mouthed, but no breed can more easily be taught to fetch 
and carry on Und and water, and this ta, doubtless a source of 
amusement to many owners. It la, however, for bis Indomitable 
courage (unsurpassed even by the bull-dog) that tbe bull-terrier 
la so highly prised by many—for, though usually mute like tbe 


bull-dog, hla system of attack is different from that of tbe latter, 
Inasmuch as, Instead of hanging on to bla antagonist, tbe bull- 
terrier tears him all over; and hla pluck Is so great that be Is able 
to endure an enormous amount of punishment, whilst In hla 
turn be Is mangling bis foe with bit powerful Jews. Daring more 
recent years, and since tbe retirement from the show arena of 
Mr. 8- E Shirley, M.P., Mr. R. J. Lloyd-RrIce. Mr. Godfree, and 
the late Mr. Hinka, tbe majority of the bull-terrter prizes have 
come down south through tbe kennels of Mr. Loveys of London, 
Mr. Pfell of Sutton, Mr. Alfred George of Kenaal New Town 
(whose capital little dog Spring la well worthy of the honors he 
has won) Mr. Tredennlck, of St. Austell, Cornwall (whose grand 
little Bertie will long be remembered as being both good and 
game), and ourselves; whilst tbe Midland prestige has been 
fairly maintained by Messrs. Roocroft of Bolton, Miller of Wal¬ 
sall, and R. J. Hartley of Altrincham. Tbe latter gentleman, 
who Is a most enthusiastic lover and supporter of the meed, owns 
two magnificent specimens In Magnet and Violet. Authorities 
differ on the merits of these two famous bitches, but we most un¬ 
hesitatingly give our allegiance to the former, whose sole fault la 
being a little light In bone. Tbe condition, too, In which Mr. 
Hartley's dogs are exhibited Is a model for the Imitation of all 
bnll-terrler breeders. 

Before passing on to a detailed description of tbe points of a 
bull-terrier, a few lines should be devoted to tbe subject of color. 
It must appear an arbitrary rule to decide that a dog of this 
breed should, If of any use as a show dog, be pure white; but a 
moment’s reflection most show tbat there Is a motive for this 
decision. The difficulty of eradicating tbe undesirable traces of 
bull In his face, body, and limbs, la tremendous; and It Is solely 
by practically adopting the theory of the survival of the fittest 
that a satisfactory result can be obtained. Why only white dogs 
were selected In the first Instance we could never discover; but 
of this we are convinced by experience, namely, tbat the Intro¬ 
duction of a heavily-marked dog Into a strain of bull-terriers 
has a decided tendency to cause a throw back to bull character¬ 
istics, and this can only be attributed to tbe fact that the colors 
other than white have been less carefully bred than the more 
fashionable color. We are quite prepared to admit tbat there 
are many excellent dogs of a color other than white, but we 
maintain that these, though In themselves good specimens, are 
undesirable for breeding purposes, and should be avoided, though 
many of them are the offspring of highly-bred pure white dogs, 
themselves successful competitors at our best shows. It Is a 
painful fact that In most litters there even now appear one or 
more "marked” puppies; but the danger In permitting these to 
be used to any extent for breedlug purposes would be that very 
soon countless good-looking marked dogs would be shown all 
ever the country. These being used for stud purposes would, 
from their markings, most likely beget a still larger proportion 
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of marked stock, and contaminate the breed we have now 
brought to sometblng like tbe desired perfection. In short, be¬ 
fore a breed of brindled or colored bull-terriers can be fairly es¬ 
tablished, several years will bave to be devoted by their admirers 
to them, In order tbat they may stand on an equal footing with 
tbelr white brethren as regards uniformity of shape and reliability 
lb breeding. Young Victor, late the property of Mr. Godfree, 
proves the truth of this theory; though disfigured by a patch on 
bis eye, no dog could bave been more successful on the bench, 
and few bad better opportunities of distinguishing themselves at 
the stud. Tbat be could beget good stock Is Indisputable; but 
the result of his triumphs was the Introduction of a class of bull- 
terriers "other than white ” at a Crystal Palace show, and the 
suberquent appearance at other exhibitions of a number of thick, 
heavy-neaded wretches, whose Introduction Into a good strain of 
the breed would Jeopardize Its prospects for many a day. 

No breed of dog owes more to condition on the show-bench 
than does the bull-terrier. A dog of this variety exhibited In 
bad order has little chance of beating an Inferior specimen, eveu 
under a first-class Judge; and where the awards are In the hands 
of Inexperienced Judges, his chances of success would be absolutely 
nil. Tbe fact of the Intensely brilliant white so often seen In 
the coats of dogs at tbe different shows being frequently the 
result of art, In tbe application of powdered chalk, la Indisputa¬ 
ble. However, detection and subsequent disqualification often 
follow In the wake of such practices, and should do so, especially 
as—unless the dog Is suffering from some Irritation of tbe skin 
—a resort to powder Is quite unnecessary. Incases where the 
skin Is Inflamed by heat of the blood, the application of powdered 
chalk may be excusable; but adopters of this method of conceal¬ 
ment should be particularly careful to brush it thoroughly out of 
the coat before tbe dog Is led Into the Judglog-ring, or they may 
find their specimen disqualified. Personally, we cannot too 
strongly advocate the showing of dogs honestly and fairly. 
Prises won by means of foul play must, In the long run, cause 
more feelings of remorse In the mind of the exhibitor than they 
do those of triumph In the moment of victory; and we have 
proved by personal experience that a dog In good condition, and 
properly washed, can win unfaked It he Is good enough. Our 
own system of washing show bull-terriers la very simple, though 
It takes time. The dog Is placed standing up In a large shallow 
tub half filled with warm water, and 1s In the first Instance thor¬ 
oughly wetted by the water being poured over him with a bowl 
or saucer. Next comes tbe application of tbe soap—the sort we 
Invariably use la the common blue and wAKs (not yellote) mottled 
—and the part first operated on la the head. When this la thor¬ 
oughly soaped sod rinsed, the body and legs are treated In like 
maoner, and finally the first stage of his ablutions Is completed 
with the aid of aevaral clra a towrH Tbe second part of the opera¬ 
tion conslsta lu rubbing him perfectly dry with bare hands, by 
smoothing the hair down over sad over again, In the right direc¬ 


tion, until there la no more moUture left on It. The dog U then 
put on a clean straw bed, and If looked after to see that he does 
not get out of his kennel, will In the course of a couple of hours 
be at white as snow, and hU Jacket will sblne like silver. The 
greatest care must be taken In putting on the collar after tbe 
washing la completed, as collars often get soiled Inside, and If so, 
will Inevitably blacken tbe dog’s neck. 

Preparatory to tbe above, however, It U always most desirable 
to remove tbe superfluous hairs from a dog's ears and muzzle 
before he Is shown, as this operation tends to smarten him up 
considerably. The intuit only of tbe ears are operated on, and 
the hairs are removed by either careful clipping or shaving. This 
operation, however, requires tbe assistance of both art and ex¬ 
perience, and therefore no tyro should attempt It without the as¬ 
sistance of some one who Is an authority on the subject. Tbe 
grotesque appearance of old Puss In the champion class at the 
Agricultural Hall show of 1877 should be a warning to youthful 
owners against turning tbelr 'prentice hands to such delicate op¬ 
erations. In her case tbs poor wretch . had the hair shaved off 
the back of her ears; and her comical appearance caused roars of 
laughter amongst the breeders present. The removal of the long 
"smellers" from tbe muzzle, however, la an easy matter If tbe 
dog Is not Inclined to bite. If he Is, It is generally a good plan 
to get a friend to perform the operation, care being taken, how¬ 
ever, only to remove the smellers and long eyebrows, nothing 
more. Having given the above hints upon getting up bull-ter¬ 
riers for show purposes, we bave nothing further to add before 
passing on to a description of this breed, beyond again Impress¬ 
ing on our readers the great Importance of muscular development 
In this breed. They must recollect they are showing the gla¬ 
diator of tbe canine race, and a fighting dog should, In our opin¬ 
ion, be exhibited thoroughly trained; that Is, muscular and light 
In flesh. Hard work and good wholesome food will alone put on 
muscle and take off fat; and the more a bull-terrier gets of either 
the happier he Is. 

It frequently happens In showing bull-terriers that medicine 
has to be given to reduce the weight In the small sizes a pound 
or two, In order to qualify them for a certain class. The best 
physic to use under such circumstances Is either ordinary black- 
draught, or buckthorn and castor-oil. As a rule we always post¬ 
poned physicking until tbe week before the show, hoping tbat 
exercise would reduce the dog and medicine could be avoided. 
Again, If a dog Is weakened by aperients too long before a show 
there Is a great chance of bis losing muscle, which would be 
greatly against him on tbe bench. If you have a dog very near 
the required weight, feed him lightly the night before the show, 
and give him one drink of water. Tbe last thing let him have a 
good dose of buckthorn and oil, and don’t feed or give him a 
drink until he is Judged, when he will probably have lost half a 
pound weight, If previously In good condition. 

It would now be as well to go through tbe points of 
this variety, and we will begin as usual with 

The Head, which should be flat, wide between the ears, 
and wedge-shaped; that Is, tapering from the sides of tbe 
bead to the nose; no stop or Indentation between the ryes 
Is permissible, and the ch> ek-bones should not be visible. 

The Teeth should be powerful and perfectly regular—an 
undershot or overhung mouth being very objectionable— 
and tbe lips thin and tight; tbat Is, only just sufficient to 
cover the teeth, and not pendulous, as In the case of the 
bull-dog. 

The .Vote, large, quite black, and damp, with the nostrils 
well developed. 

The Eyee must be small, and very black. As regards 
shape, tbe oblong Is preferable to the round eye. 

The Bare are almost Invariably cropped, and should stand 
perfectly upright This cutting of the ears Is now almost 
reduced to a science, and no Inexperienced persons should 
attempt It as If Improperly manipulated, wbat Is Intended 
as both an ornament and a convenience to the dog becomes 
an unsightly disfigurement. 

The Seek should be moderately long and arched, free 
from all traces of dewlap, and strongly set upon tbe shoul¬ 
ders. 

The Shouldere, slanting and very muscular, set firmly on 
the chest, which should be wide. 

The fore lege should be moderately high and perfectly 
etralght, and the dog must stand well on them, for they 
do not, as In the case of tbe bull-dog, turn outwards at the 
shoulders. 

Bert, moderately long and compact, with tbe toes well arched. 

Body, deep at chest and well ribbed up. 

Hind lege, long and very muscular, with hocks straight, and 
near the ground. 

Coat, short, and rather harsh to the touch. 

Color, white. 

Tail or Stern fine, set on low, and not carried up, but as 
straight out from tbe back as possible. 

In general appearance the bull-terrier Is a symmetrical-looking 
dog, apparently gifted with great strength and activity, and of a 
lively and determined disposition. 

In spite of the popularity of tbe breed, It Is a lamentable fact 
that Its progress toward perfection Is at present very slow. It 
has not had falrplay at tbe bands of show committees, and with 
Its kinsmen—the black-and-tan and white English terriers— 
usually has to put up with a Judge who Is engaged for other 
clashes and takes these as an addition to hla other labors. Thus 
we see, show after show, dogs gaining prizes In these classes 
which do not show one atom of terrier character In tbelr compo¬ 
sition, being great, lumbering, heavy-lipped, pblegmatlcal, cow¬ 
faced wretches, with no vivacity, or “ go ” In them. These are 
just the dogs to be avoided by a terrier breeder, and tbelr suc¬ 
cess Is highly prejudicial to the breeds. Naturally tbe breed 
suffers, and unless some one with private Influence gets justice 
done to It, tbe bull-terrier will drift back to the mongrel state It 
emerged from when It was first fortunate enough to receive the 
patronage of powerful friends. As a proof of tbe unsatisfactory 
state tbe breed Is In at present, we have been unable to find a 
small dog possessing sufficient merit to entitle It to a place In 
onr list of Illustrations, and we are therefore thrown back upon 
a portrait of Nelson, late tbe property of Mr. S. E. Bbirley, M.P. 
This dog was a really first-rate specimen of the small-sized bull- 
terrier, and showed merit enough to deserve a place In any work 
on the dog; and It Is the more to be regretted that, In spite of 
the Increase of breeders, tbe quality of tbe breed, especially the 
small ones, has not Improved In proportion, as it unquestionably 
should have done. 

A real bull-terrier of sixteen pounds weight will do all a fox- 
terrier of twenty pounds weight can do, and then, If necessary, 
kill the fox-terrier ninety times out of a hundred. Yet tbe fox- 
terrier exhibitors have It nearly all their own way In electing 
Judges, and getting special prizes awarded them, merely because, 
being a more numerous variety, they have more powerful friends 
at Court, and are not required to show the courage and resolu¬ 
tion, lacking which, a bull-terrier would be absolutely worthless. 

Tarquln, the subject of our Illustration, was bred by Mr. 
Charles Louis Boyce of Birmingham, In 1878, and was purchased 
from him by ns In 187A. He la a purs white dog, weighing about 
forty-five pounds, and Is by Young Victor out of Pass, by Gam¬ 
bler out of Young Puas; Young Victor, by Old Victor out of 
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Steel's Pose; Gambler, by Turk out of Kit, dam of Old Madman; 
Turk, by Rebel out of Fly. Tarquln haa taken the following 
prizes: FI rat Wolverhampton, drat Northampton, drat Birming¬ 
ham, 1874; champion Nottingham, drat Birmingham, drat Alex¬ 
andra Palace, 1875; drat Cork, drat Wolverhampton, drat apd 
special cup Maidstone, drat Darlington, drat Stockton-on-Teea, 
and champion Crystal Palace, 1878; drat Edinburgh, drat and cup 
Swindon, drat Blaydon-on-Tyne, drat Darlington, drat Alexandra 
Palace, and champion Agricultural Hall, 1877 ; drat Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, 1878. HU measurements are—nose to stop, S| Inches; stop 
to occiput, 51 Inches ; length from occiput to root of tall, 301 
Inches; girth of skull, 18 Inches; girth of muxsle, 181 Inches; 
girth of chest, 381 Inches; girth of loins, 33 Inches; girth of 
forearm, 81 Inches; girth of pastern, 4 Inches; hock to ground, 
5 Inches; height at shoulders, 181 Inches. 

Nelson was born In the year 1888, and was bred by the well- 
known Joe Wlllock. He weighed under sixteen pounds, and was 
by Stokes' BUI out of lllock'a Julia. He won drat Birmingham, 
1868, champion prise Crystal Palace, 1871,1873, 1873; drst prise 
Manchester, 1870; drat and cup Dublin, 1873; drat Glasgow, 
1873. 

Before leaving thU engaging breed of dog we wish once more 
to urge upon Intending breeders the value of kindness toward 
their peU. Do not be frightened at him, don't knock him about 
or Ul-use him, and no dog wUl treat hU master with greater love 
and respect than wUl the game, handsome. Intelligent, and lova¬ 
ble buU-terrler.

Hr. Burges and the Stud Book Again. 

8pking»ield, Mass. 

Editor Chicago Field :—In your Issue of the 20th of March, 
Mr. Arnold Burgea attempts a defense of his compilation of tbe 
N. A. K. C. Stud Book. 

I never was proud of what I know about “dog matters,” and 
Mr. Burgea says I am Ignorant; but one thing I do know, and 
that U, that what I know, I know for certain, and for what I am 
Ignorant about I do not take Arnold Burges for authority. 

Mr. Barges' delicate sensibilities and his literary proprieties are 
shocked, and be complains tbst I attacked him wltb “ coarse and 
uugentlemanly language.” Ire-read my letter to you, published 
In the tesue of February 28, regretting, If this were true, the 
offense. I find only one expression indicated by Mr. Burgea, 
and that Is that where he says that I “ most Inelegantly” style his 
book “an abortion.” 

In my profesalon when an attack upon a principle or a propo¬ 
sition Is made, directness and terseness of speech are preferable, 
and we call a spade a spade, and dilettante dlffuseneaa of utter 
ance Is not respected. I characterized tbe Stud Book as an abo^; 
tlon because I believe It to be a literary miscarriage, because It 
comes directly within tbe line of distinct definition, viz., “the 
linmsture product of an untimely birth; an Imperfect formation.” 
Ie this coarse? It Is legitimate English, legitimately used. If 
Mr. Burgea had given ua of this kind of direct English more 
freely daring bis successive literary labors, rather than the preten¬ 
tions and puffy Infanta, swelled out of due proportions by egotism 
and conceit, helre-apparent to an Inheritance of Ignorance, 
Instead of Intelligence, we should have been spared much wan¬ 
dering In the fogs of wordy obscurity, searching after Ideas which 
the author never bad and could not express. Did yon use to pay 
him by tba page, Mr. Editor) 

Mr. Burgee does not say In terms In his last letter, but in¬ 
tends that It shall be inferred that Mr. L. H. Smith approves this 
compilation. I have regard for Mr. Smith’s judgment In dog 
matters, and I know that be la entirely competent to announce 
his opinions and to defend them. I shall believe that he lends 
bis approbation to Mr. Burgea’ Stud Book when he says so, and 
not before, only adding that If he approves now, hla judgment of 
Mr. Barges’ methods and results baa changed much from what It 
was one year and a halt ago. Call your next witness, Mr. 
Burges. 

Mr. Burges states that he would ” not waste time In replying 
(to my letter) bat for certain questions and assertions ” therein. 
He answers very few. One of my queries was, of what value this 
compilation wM be In the tracing of pedigrees In ten years from 
now? I do not find It answered. Instead, Mr. Barges under¬ 
takes to justify his work by citing tbe English Kennel Club Btud 
Book as his model, when the parallel falls almost entirely. I 
have not a copy of the English book before me, but every one 
knows, who has seen It, and they are few this side tbe water, that 
In the English book two generations are given, or sometimes less, 
and then the pedigree la perfected by reference to one or more 
numbers la the present and prior publications, by reference to 
which tbe entire pedigree as far as preserved can be traced. 
Pedigrees have been preserved In England longer and with much 
more care than here, and such a reference thus reveals an entire 
history and serves the purpose. Mr. Burgea knows this and 
knows that hla authority cited falls him. 

Mr. Burges knows another thing, and that la that In entering 
upon the work of this compilation ba was beginning de novo, and 
was laying the foundation for future volumes to which reference 
might be had hereafter, aa time accumulated pedigree# and 
sportsmen Interested therein, and If ha appreciated the trust thus 
upon him and cared to perform it, every pedigree therein would 
have been given in a xlenso, even If, as be complains, be was 
bound by limitations of money. The sportsmen of America 
would have been better satisfied with one-third the number of 
pedigrees, and to have had them perfect, would have waited with 
patience and In peace for tbe kindly time when the rest could be 
given them complete, rather than have had served to them this 
hash of Imperfect histories, this muddle of Incorrect Indications, 
this libel upon tbe ancestry of American canlnlty. 

I asked also how this work, so Incorrect, could subserve Its 
declared purpose, viz: “to promote, encourage and Improve the 
breeding of a superior class of dogs.” I do not get an answer. 
Instead, I am treated to a lecture upon my Ignorance concerning 
bench show classifications, and In It most Inadvertently Mr. Bur 
gee betrays himself. Mr. Burges, In criticizing me, aaya I “would 
jumble red, black and tan, and the different colors of the English 
setter, and make dogs ihowing by their colon and formation ttuit 
(Arp belong distinctively to one of the three recognized divisions, com 
l*ie together in onegeneral dote." 

Tbe Italics are mine. Bo Mr. Burges, we find, eiomirlee bp 
color amt not by breeding. This accounts for Jos Jr. among the 
red Irish, sod Dick among the Gordons, as also tor a multitude 
of other misplacements, dateiJUd by color. Does It need argument 
or amplification further to convict this ‘^compiler ” of tbe Igno¬ 
rance which be la to swift to Impute to me, and of original Inca¬ 
pacity for hla work, notwithstanding oracular utterances In the 
pest upon dog matters from his mouth end pent Indeed, I would 
z ‘jumble them together In one class ” unless they are bred 


straight and true to blood, and not to color; and for myself I risk 
the imputation of Ignorance when Mr. Burgee says of me he 
“ doubts If there Is another man In America wbo entertains so 
senseless an Idea." 

I maintain that native dogs should be shown and classified to¬ 
gether, except In cases such as the red Irish, Gordons, etc., bred 
true, should go In their respective cissies The term native 
English, as applied to our native bred dogs, always seemed to me 
a mistake and a misnomer; they are iwIims, and nothing more It 
needed or tboold be allowed to designate them. However, so 
long as I do not undertake to dictate to bench \ show managers, 
however much I may criticize, Mr. Barges need waste hot small 
powder upon that side Issue upon which be thunders so bravely, 
for It la mock thunder, end will sour no milk In my cr- amery. 

Juat a little shot for the native and I have done. Mr. Burgee 
aaya tbs different classifications for bench shows were made 
■imply because “ It was unquestionable that native dogs could 
oot compete with the Imported and their progeny.” To this I 
agree, provided yon apply tbe same standard of judgment, sod 
make It a prerequisite to success that a dog must have the tall 
of a Newfoundland, a long sway back, short legs and aboit thick 
ear; otherwise I disagree. If Mr. Burges bad seen the native 
setter class at Boston at their 1878 show he would have beeltated 
before be penned the above statement, tor I believe that sixty 
better dogs never were congregated on this or any other conti¬ 
nent Let Mr. Burgea look around s little and learn how good 
dogs are bred In this country and In time be may be competent 
to express a judgment that will attain respect. 

Mr. Burges la bis last letter derives much apparent satisfaction 
In tbe bestowal of a couple of sneeringly sarcastic allusions to 
my Dick. I cannot see how they were legitimate to Ihe discus¬ 
sion, but they seemed to be supremely satisfying to Mr. Burgea. 
I offered myself not my mute friend and companion as the tar¬ 
get, and I Invited all the archery. I don’t really know why be 
attacks Dick unless because he has not the Llewellln blood In 
him (a strain of cross bred, bat good setters only known since 
1873) when Dick with his “ effusion of Gordon blood ” runs his 
pedigree back for forty years. Perhspa Mr. Barges doubts hla 
quality. I believe that some time ago Mr. Burges caused It to 
be announced that he never beta on bis dogs or on anything. A 
very safe refuge. Bo I will not offend by offering a wager, but I 
wlli meet Mr. Burges with Dick when the bunting season opens 
on neutral ground, half way, and he may bring anything In his 
kennel now or which be may acquire, and we will run them on 
any kind of game that a setter or pointer Is used for In this 
country, under any rules that Mr.Burges may select or make, and 
we will find out “for fun ” who shall pull down the colors. 

No, Mr. Editor, I never “ run down ” any man’s dogs. I 
never claim to own the best; I always Intend to own good ones, 
but I can perceive that If I ever should adopt the occupation of 
groom to a stud dog, make large proclamations on paper con¬ 
cerning bis quality, to tbe end that my Income be fructified from 
his loins, then and not until then will I depreciate another man's 
animal without cause. E. H. Lathrop. 


Stud Dogs of the Season.—No. 11. 

BT LZATUBKHEAD. 

MR. BULTON BARROP'S SUTTER DIAMOND. 

Nearly every sport may be taken Into consideration when any 
one Is determined to bring a certain breed of animals to perfec¬ 
tion, as the Instincts of hunting or pursuing are faculties In a 
great measure skin to physical qualities, and, consequently, the 
attributes of tbe one correspond with tboee of the other. Tbe 
race horse, besides possessing pace and powers of endurance, 
must have spirit or pluck and constitution, and as these qualities 
are hereditary, his blood must be looked to, so as to determine 
where the aggregate of his merit must come from. With fox¬ 
hounds this principle has been carried on for more than a hun¬ 
dred years, and with greyhounds about half that time has been 
devoted to this species of study, whilst now we perceive that sport¬ 
ing and even other dogs are attracting the same amount of atten¬ 
tion. There may be a difference In all that Is required to 
Improve external form, such as In the Bt. Bernard or Mastiff, but 
tbe aptitudes for chase are so peculiar to certain breeds and so 
defined, that It Is dangerous ground to try experiments off beaten 
patha, so aa to retain all tbe natural qualities of the animal. 
We are told that the greyhound bas been croeeed with tbe bull¬ 
dog, the pointer with the foxhound, and some people would en¬ 
deavor to make one believe that a retriever should be a sort of 
doubly distilled mongrel, to Include foxhound, poodle, Lsbrador, 
and setter. This msy appear feasible to some people wbo 
wander about on theories, but the practical breeder requites 
bard facts In these days to make him believe tbst ba Is 
at least In tbe right direction toward attaining perfection. 

Tbe setter breeder, for Instance, can be assured by studying 
foxhound pedigrees that tbe greatest amount of crossing Into any 
particular meritorious sort produces an aggregate of merit to a 
greater degree than when such policy Is not adopted. This la 
proved by the fact that those who take the moat care In breeding 
hounds Invariably bring the best Into the field sod show the best 
sport. As regards greyhounds such policy Is still more forcibly 
shown, for If we only take the late Waterloo Cup, and examine 
the pedigree of the winner by tbe table that appeared In Bell last 
week. It will be found that he was about the most Inbred of all 
that ran to a particular telling strain, as his sire was a ton of 
Cauld Kail, and hla dam waa a grand-daughter of the same dog. 
It could be also shown that most of the best greyhounds have 
sprung from the most Inbred sources, and, therefore, there la 
precedent for breeders of pointers and setters at least to continue 
In the same line. By the columns of old DM I can almost believe 
that Mr. Hnlton Harrop, a gentleman living In Shropshire, enter¬ 
tains very similar views to the above, aa It la seen that he owns a 
stallion of tbe most telling blood of tbe day, namely, of Sir 
Joeeph Hawley’s Beadsman family, and a valuable setter be con¬ 
siderately offers to the use of the public, possess i ng a full com¬ 
bination of all tbe winning field trial blood that haa been promi¬ 
nent since such events have been established. I allude to 
Diamond, who, by the advertisement, combine* the two strains 
which became famous tome years ago at the Shrewsbury Trials, 
namely, tbe Laverack, and from Armstrong's Duka. These lines 
directly croeeed through Kate (slater to Duke) and old Blue 
Dash, tbe beat known patriarch of the Laverack family, pro¬ 
duced tbe well-known Kate, exactly half Laverack, and half 
Armstrong sort. It has been tbe policy of John Armstrong, the 
owner of this bitch, to breed her beck again to the Laverack, and 
through the actual field performances of such bred produce, 
Armstrong’s Kate has obtained the widest reputation of any set¬ 
ter that haa ever been known. I have reoelved It on the beet 
authority—tba Messrs. Freeman, of Aldridge’s, themselves—that 
a bona fide bid of £700 waa made to them for her, and It la not 
so certain that this waa too much tor the old lady, as an animal 
Is worth according to what ft can produce, and counting up the 
cost of her children—Dash III, sold for 800gs, Dash 138ga (and 
for a good deal more when resold for America), Sam lOOgs, 
Diamond 75gs, besides several other* that have sold for from 
80ga to SOgt each, whilst four others are now breaking tor this 
year's field trials, said to be aa promising in their predeccaeora, 
and I am juat told that the old bitch la again heavy In pup, due la 


three weeks. A canine treasure la Kate, certainly, and It will be 
obeerved that hard facta In tbe shape of public events have pro¬ 
duced for her the above reputation. About the first of her pro¬ 
duce seen In public were Bam and Diamond, brought out at 
Shrewsbury trials in 1874. Tbey ware then only twelve months 
old, and both were reported to have done great things la private, 
Bern being thought tbe better, though Diamond was the bigger 
dog and the better looklDg. In tbe trial (a Puppy Stake) for 
which there were eighteen competitors, Bam and Diamond were 
both unlucky, aa Sam was put out in a tew minutes for s look at 
s bars (a most excusable fault for a puppy), and Diamond, after 
showing great form on tbe first day, was not very steady at back- 
tng when down with the actual winner for tbe final ties, and got 
scored oat, obtaining third honors, however, to Mr. Lonsdale’s 
Rake first, and Mr. Llewellln’i Druid second, the report of 
Diamond’s doings reading that he quartered his ground admira¬ 
bly, and went a tremendous pace. The year following, Bern, then 
transferred Into Edward Armstrong’s hands, won tbe All-aged 
Stake at Shrewsbury and tbe Champion Cup, being subsequently 
purchased on the field of his glory for 100gt by Mr. Llswellln. 
Diamond In the meantime waa abot over ooe season by John 
Armstrong, and the year following was sold at Lillie Bridge by 
Messrs. Tatter-sail to Mr. Holton Harrop tor 75gs. In 1878 this 
particular strain waa seen to be telling igaln, for the Shrewsbury 
Puppy Stake wss woo by T. Sam, a son of Bsm (brother to 
Diamond), and the Field Trial Derby waa won by Dan, also by 
Sam, the two puppies being out of different bitches, so doing 
Immense credit to Sam. Daring the same time we have been 
seeing Dash II’s and Daisy’s exploits, and bearing that Dash IV 
has been gaining the principal field trial honors of a season In 
America. Last year’s trials once more brought tbe strain Into 
notice, and this time through our hero Diamond, ss In s very 
large field for tbe Puppy Better Stake at the National Trials held 
at Chester It waa quite certain the moment tbey were pat down 
that tbe beet In tbe stake were Mr. Blbby's Rover and Fan, as 
tbelr trial together on the afternoon of the first day gave proof 
that tbey possessed eitreordlnaryjnosea, and that tbey were very 
Intelligent and hard workers. 

John Armstrong has boasted that he will never breed out of his 
own strain, excepting to a pure Laverack, and I have only very 
recently learned why he bred from Sargeant, tbe sire of Sam and 
Diamond. I have always been somewhat mystified about Sar¬ 
geant, and hla history only shows how necessary It ta that pedi¬ 
grees should be kept SDd regarded with the greatest care, and 
also that names should never be changed without tbe greatest 
publicity being given to tbe feet. Now, on this point, I am glad 
to bear that tbe Kennel Club has just brought In a rule that the 
names of dogs must be registered at tbe club, and that no owner 
can take a name that baa been registered by another. This plan, 
and the publication of pedigrees In tbe Sind Book, must prevent 
for the future any such doubts existing aa must have annoyed 
many breeders with regard to the pedigree of Sargeant Mr. 
Lort told me that he owned two small puppies, one be knew the 
pedigree of, and no dog ever had better blood, whilst the other 
waa possibly well bred, but he was not aura of it He gave the 
puppies to Mr. John Walker, and one waa called Sargeant and 
the other Dash. Subsequently they were sold to Mr. Fletcher, 
but for some time Mr. Lort did not Identify which waa which, 
and, to add still further to confusion, tbe name of one of tfle two 
was changed to Rail. I have now been Informed that Mr. Lort 
haa stated that be la sure Rail was the dog possessing the pedi¬ 
gree that he knew of, and I am also Informed that Rail Is no 
other than tbe veritable Sargeant. John Armstrong bred from 
him aa aucb, and the pedigree waa given to him by Mr. 
John Walker, and also by Mr. Cartmel, who at a subsequent 
date owned Sargeant This makes the latter a pare Laverock of the 
best blood, as It reads as follows: Sargeant, by Laverack’s Fred II, 
out of Mr. Lort’s Bess, by Laverkck'a Jet, out of Walker’s Duch¬ 
ess (own slater to Laverock's old Blue Dash). I must add that 
I have taken some little trouble to find this out, and that Its cor¬ 
rectness has been corroborated from more than one source. The 
signs, if wa may be allowed to except great field merit, extending 
to generation upon generation, la also In lte favor, aa Instanced 
by tbe children of Sam and Diamond. It la an extraordinary 
good pedigree when combined to old Kate, making 8am and Dia¬ 
mond exactly three parts Laverack to one-third of Duke, or bred 
In tbe same proportion aa Dash II and Daah,IV, though Inherit¬ 
ing tbe strain of Laverock’s biggest sorts In both Fred II, and 
Jet Tbe latter, I bear In mind Mr. Statter tolling me,waa a big. 
powerful dog, with a strong curl tn his coat like hla deacendcnt 
Tory, of to-day, and both Sam and Diamond (the latter In par¬ 
ticular) are bigger than Dash II and Dash IV, the sons of old 
Kate when consorted to Blue Prince. I have not seen Diamond 
since I saw him run as a puppy at Shrewsbury, and then, If I 
recollect rightly, he waa bigger than Sain, not so heavily marked, 
the markings on the head being liver and white, and tbe body 
marks mostly flecks, whilst like all the old Kate stock, be had 
capital legs and feet, and the beat of shoulders with long quar¬ 
ters, and bocks close to the ground. I should suspect that 
Diamond haa not had picked bitches put to him, aa Rover and 
Fan are nothing to look at, though doubtless possessing tbe field 
qualities of tbe breed. Diamond la exceedingly valuable aa a 
setter sire, aa there la not another bred like him In England at 
the service of the public, and excepting the rising generation out 
of old Kate, who have to prove themselvee In coming field trials, 
there Is no other son of old Kate to be found at the public stud, 
aa both Mr. Llewellln and Mr. Barclay-Fleld have several, bnt 
they confine the nae of them to their own kennels. It Is only 
this particular strain of Duke, through old Kate, that I care 
about, aa the more I see of others straining to Duke through 
other sources the leas I like them, as they are too heavy and 
lumbering In their going, aa a role, and they are moat uncertain 
in the quality of their produce. Whether tbe exceptional good 
noaea possessed by all Kate's produce come from Duke or Dash, 
I cannot lay, but there la one thing certain, no one ever bred 
one out of a Dash bitch that had not a good none, whilst tbe 
carriage of head well up In quest of body scent Is a common at- 
tribute(of the Lave racks. I should advise any one wanting real 
good setters to shoot over, to patronise Diamond, now tbey are 
given the chance, and as be la a big, raking sort of dog, Utile 
quality bitches would suit him, as It moat be remembered tbst 
some of our best setters of the day are by big tiros out of Utile 
dams.— Bell's Uft. _

' A abort Ume elnce we mentioned the fact that a bill .oppress¬ 
ing pigeon .booting had been Introduced Into the legislature of 
Rhode Island. A similar bill, known as tbe Gnoe bill, was Intro¬ 
duced Into the legislature of California. Regarding this action 
of tbe legislature of Rhode Island oar esteemed correspondent 
“ Olkol,” than whom there le not a truer sportsman nor a more 
earnest game protector, wrltea from Grand Rapids, Mich.: 

“ Referring to your editorial on page flfty-eix, Volume thirteen, 
beaded ‘ Suppressing Pigeon Shooting,’ I send you a copy of the 
transactions of'be Michigan Sportsmen’s Association, on page 
fifty-nine of which, you will see onr law on the same subject, 
which shows that the ' bigots’ don't all llee In Rhode Island. 
Would they did, for then we coaid fence In the little patch, and 
keep the pestilence from spreading.” 

It would indeed seem that the blgote do not all Use In Rhode 
Island, for by referring to the extract from tbe laws'of Michigan, 
mentioned by our correspondent, we And that In 1877 the legit- 
litnre declared that, 

“Any person who shall keep any ball or other animal, or 
fowl, or bird for the purpose of fighting, or baiting, or as a tar¬ 
get, or to be shot at. either for amnaement or as a test of skill In 
marksmanship; and any person who shall be a party to, or be 
present aa a spectator at any snch fighting, baiting, or shooting, 
of any bear, dog, cook, or other animal, or fowl, or bird, and any 
person who shall rent any building, shed, room, yard, gronnd or 
premises for the purpose of fighting, baiting, or shooting any 
animal, fowl, or bird, as aforesaid, or shall knowingly suffer or 
permit the nse of any building, shed, room, yard, gronnd or 
premises belonging to him or under his control for either or any 
of the purposes aforesaid, shall, on conviction thereof, be ad¬ 
judged guilty of a misdemeanor. * * *” 

While It Is t rue tbit the acts of legislators ire more frequently 
difficult of comprehension by Intelligent people than otherwise, 
yet It seems Incredible that In a body which should poasess at 
least a certain amount of ordjngry Intelligence, there should be 
found men so Ignorant, so bigoted, so entirely out of harmony 
with (the spirit of enlightenment of the tge, as to class trap¬ 
shooting with bult-biltlng, dog-flghtlng, bear-baiting and cock- 
fighting. But It aeema that Rhode Island and Michigan legisla¬ 
tors are below the ordinary standard of Intelligence, or else the 
tool of a well meaning bnt, unfortunately, misguided fanatic. 

Tbe text of tbe two bills Is Identical, and It Is not difficult to 
trace their parentage. In l e 72 and 1878 desperate efforts were 
made to pass a similar bill through the legislature of New York, 
but tbe Intelligence of the legislators rejected the Impertinent as¬ 
sertion of Mr. Bergh and his cohorts that the trap-shooter occu¬ 
pied tbe same plane as the bnll-balter, cock-fighter, dog-fighter, 
and bear-baiter, and the bill was defeated. We met Mr. Berg 
but half an hour before the bill came np, the second year, for a 
final vote, and remember well how confident be was of lie pas¬ 
sage. We were aa confident of its defeat. A more disappointed 
man never lived than Mr. Bergh when hla pet scheme, which he 
had tried to smuggle under various pretexts, was defeated; and, 
aa If tbe blow waa not sufficiently severe, a motion was made to 
reconsider, which was voted down by a majority much larger 
than originally against the bill, as some who had pledged them¬ 
selves to vote for the bill, freed from their obligation, cheerfully 
voted to bnry It, and thns It met an Ignominious death: 

Defeated, bnt not conquered, Mr. Bcrgb waa not satisfied to 
end the conflict there, and has never elnce allowed a year to pass 
that be has not endeavored to pass through some legislature a 
bill to suppress trsp-sbootlng; and eventually In 1874, he got a 
bill through the New York legislature, which prevented trap¬ 
shooting. It was so Ingentonsly worded that It passed, and waa 
algm-d by the Governor, before its true Intent waa discovered. 
Armed with this authority, Mr. Bergh soon showed bis hand, 
and, like a true demagogue, waged war against trap-shooters; 
and no where near New York City could a trap shoot take place 
but bis minions were on tbe ground end stopped It. He even 
went so far aa to threaten to atop the tournament of the ” New 
York State Association for the Protection of Pish and Game," 
which took place at Oswego thst Spring, and Informed Mr. Mat- 
toon, the president, of bis Intention to do so. An Intimation 
that be and his posse would be thrown Into the lake If they at¬ 
tempted any Interference, and the long distance from hla base of 
operations prevented Mr. Bergh from carrying out hla Inteotlous. 
In the Interim between the next session of the legislature (1875) 
Mr. Bergh had made himself so very obnoxious, as well as 
ridiculous, by his perversion of the true objects for which hla 
association had been formed, and had used hla authority against 
trap shooting so mercilessly, that through the efforts of Senator 
Jacobs, of Brooklyn, the legislators amended tbe law exempting 
trap-shooting from Its provisions, so far as “ Member of sporta- 
meo'a club or Incorporated societies” were concerned. Mr, 
Bergh fought hU utmost, and brought nil the Influence be oould 


bear against the passages of this amendment, but demsgogtsm 
succumbed to common sense sod justice. 

The tact cso not be denied that Mr. Bergh Is a most estimable 
man end has done much good for beasts of burthen, by rescuing 
them from tbe excessive brutality and suffering they were sub¬ 
jected to. No men a ho bos given tbe subject attention can 
otherwise than honor and reaped Mr. Bergh for having amelior¬ 
ated tbe condition of animals; bnt at the tame time Mr. Bergh 
baa alienated some of hla atauocbeat and warmest friends, 
among them friends of hla early efforta and to whom he owes 
much for his success, by bis quixotic crusades against evils 
which exist but In hla Imagination. 

Aa a class there are no men more humane than sportsmen, 
not even Mr. Bergh; but Mr. Bergh thinks otherwise, and bad 
be but tbe power, would to-day, prevent a bird from being 
shot In tbe field as well u from tbe trap. This Is no lde aasertlon, 
for the recordaof the legislature of New York, 1871, we think, 
bnt are not positive aa to the year, will show that Mr. Bergh 
attempted to smuggle through the legislature a bill which was 
aimed not only at trap-ahootlng, but had It passed would have 
suppressed field-shooting as well. It waa most Ingeniously 
worked aDd would have become a law had not tbe New York 
Herald discovered the little nigger In tbe woodpile, and by ex¬ 
posing Mr. Bergh’a object, defeated the bill. This was hla first 
attack on the privileges of sportsmen, and It was after this that 
finding he could not suppress all shooting he directed his efforta 
to suppress trap-shooting. Mr. Bergh by hta acta, therefore, 
stands on record aa the sportsman's moat bitter foe, for to him 
directly these efforta In different states to suppress trap-shoot¬ 
ing are to be charged. 

Where the harm In trap shooting Is we fall to see. If It Is 
cruel, then field-shooting Is equally so; If because wagers ire 
shot for It Is Injurious to morals, then Is horse racing, and every 
other contest for a wager; and the plea which holds good for the 
suppression of one Is equally potent for the suppression of tbe 
others. On the question of cruelty we would like to ask Mr. 
Bergh and bis tools, those legislative bigots whose benighted In¬ 
tellects, befogged by the jobs and swindles characteristic of legis¬ 
lators, could not discriminate between a legitimate and a degrad¬ 
ing sport, where the difference Is between shooting a bird from 
tbe trap, giving him a chance {for hla life from twenty-one to 
thirty-one yards by handicapping the gun, and wringing hit 
neck and allowing him to flutter and roll In the agonies of death, 
often by a but partially dislocated neck. We think the cruelty 
Is decidedly greater In wringing the neck than in shooting tbe 
bird. The plea set up by Mr. Bergh and those who think like 
him that birds are squeexed to prevent their flying cannot be 
sustained. On some very rare occasion such a thing may have 
occurred, but tbe competitions are too sharp to permit of It, 
especially as In matches the opponents trap sod handle for each 
other, and their Interest Is to make the birds as swift on the wing 
as possible; and In club shoots or tournaments there Is neither 
the time to do It nor the knowledge of tbe trappers which bird a 
shooter will get. 

Viewed therefore In all Its aspects this legislation against trap¬ 
shooting Is most unjust and senseless, and ahowa how a mind 
can become diseased until tbe Individual becomes a monomoolac 
on a certain subject. Such Is Mr. Bergh’s condition on trap¬ 
shooting, and Indeed, on shooting generally. There la no propo¬ 
sition which can be advanced, no matter how Idiotic, but will 
find believers, and Mr Bergh Is not without those who believe 
Just as he does; but that does not sustain his position. It Is 
lime that the sportsmen took measures to prevent further en¬ 
croachment on their rights and privileges by Mr. Bergh and his 
fellow bigots, for successful In obtaining legislation against trap 
shouting he will I e emboldened to resurrect hla old project to 
suppress all shooting; for Mr. Bergh and hla Fldut Achatee, a gen¬ 
tleman of great legal ability and as subtle as Mr. Bergh, mean 
this effort against trap shooting, but a prelude to their original 
object. 

It Is gratifying to know that tbe lunatics have found tbelr 
Waterloo In California. The Enos bill referred to has been 
defeated; and In addition Mr. Bergh and his minions have beeu 
routed horse and foot In the courts. Mr. Crittenden Robinson's 
communication In our trap shooting department, gives the facts 
In the esse, aud the decision, verbatim, of Judge Rlx, before 
whom the “ Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals” 
charged 8wan with violating the law for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals, by, In February last, getting up and conduct¬ 
ing a pigeon match at tbe Recreation Grounds, San Francisco. 
Mr. Bergh having taken an active part In the prosecution, will 
do well to read Judge Rlx’a decision. In his defeat It will con¬ 
sole him, sod, perhaps, enlighten him. At sny rate we advise 
him and hla Rhode Island and Michigan tools and bigots to read, 
learn and Inwardly digest the following remarks of Judge Rlx: 

“ While I deem It to be the duty of tbe members of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to animals to 
Interfere at all times when It Is necessary ai.d within the 
scope of their duty to prevent cruelty, and recognise that the 
law uoder which I bey act la a good one, yet at the same llmr, I 
have but very little sympathy for those that would hold up tbelr 
bauds In horror for the elniple shooting of a bird, or tbe killing 
of any animal In the ordinary way. I believe that mankind are 
really lord* of tt-e fowl and tbe beaal; yet they should not with 
msltce torment any living thing. With regard to tbe law, I have 
come to the conclusion that It Is not tbe intent of this law to 
prohibit pigeon (hooting.”

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PROPERTY IN GAME. 

Tbe following bill has been Introduced Int-. tbe legislature tf 
tbe Bute of New York, by Mr. Catlln, baa been read twice tod 
referred to the Com ml'tee on Gan e Laws, reported favorably 
by said committee,- and committed to tbe committee of the 
whole. Practically, It Is making game property. This does not 
surprise us; and If tbe sportaman don’t protect tbe game they 
have left It will ultimately come to this, for Indeed In no other 
way will It be possible to obtatu shooting. Those, therefore, 
who ire compelled to go to the expense of propagating will not 
Lei like doing It pro bono publico, but naturally will expect to 
reallie a commensurate return for tbelr Investment, and to own 
to same. The trite adage, “A willful waste makes a woeful 
want,” bids fair to be realised by the sportsmen of tbe West, 
unless they are a little more energetic tbau they have beeu: 

An Act to amend chapter five hundred and thlrty-f< nr of the 

laws of eighteen bnudred snd seventy-nine, eulltled "An act 

for the preservation of moose, wild deer, birds, flab, and other 

game.” 

To the People of the Slate of -Vne York, rrprieented <» Senate and 

Assembly, do enact at follows: 

Section I. Section twenty-aeven of chapter five hundred aud 
tblrty-four of the laws of eighteen hundred snd seventy-nine, en¬ 
titled ” An set for tbe preservation of moose, wild deer, birds, 
flsh, and other game,” Is hereby amended so aa to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

$ 27. Any owner or lessee of lands dealring to lay out or 
devote the same for the purpose of a private park or grounds for 
propagating or protecting flsh, birds, or game, shall publish, at 
least once a week for three months, In a paper of general circula¬ 
tion printed In the county or counties within which such lands 
are situated, a notice describing tbe saqje, and that they will be 
used for such purposes; and It shall be the duty of such owner 
or lessee, with! • six months after tbe final publication of said 
notice, to post or pnt up uotlces or sign-boards warning all per¬ 
sons sgainst trespassing upon said private grounds, which 
notices shall not be less than a foot square, and placed not more 
than forty rods apart, along the entire boundary of said grounds; 
but when said lands shall be Inclosed by fences not leas than 
six feet high, then such notices or sign-boards shall be placed 
not more than one-hslf mile apart. Whenever these requirements 
thall have been oomplled with, all JUh, birds and game then or there¬ 
after within each boundary or fences thall be and become private 
property. 

S 2. This act ahall take effect Immediately. 

Bibliographical Manual op American Naturalists — 
Our endeavor to secure and publish a aeries of papers under tbe 
head of a “ Bibliographical Manual of American Naturalleta,” Is 
even at this early day attracting attention In many quarters, 
throughout this and other countries. No effort of the kind has 
ever been undertaken on the American continent, or at least auy 
effort that has lived to obtain recognition. In tbe old world such 
papers are extensively published and eagerly sought after. No 
work of Dr. Couea has attracted so much attention or made him 
the recipient of so much honor In Great Britain and Europe as 
his “ Ornithological Bibliography” of the United 8tates, pub¬ 
lished In connection with the Hayden Survey. Indeed, as Is well 
known, he hta received an Invitation, headed by Tyndell, Huxley 
and Spencer, which, after complimenting him on hla work, urges 
him to continue hie Investigations In the old world In the prepa¬ 
ration of a universal bibliography of ornithology. When these 
facts are taken Into consideration the magnitude of the enterprise 
of the Chicago Field may be readily seen. Letters expressing 
Interest In the work and many ofj suggestion have been 
received from Archibald Gerkle, L.L.D., F.R.8., Direc¬ 

tor of the Geological Survey of Scotland and Professor 
of Geology and Mineralogy of the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, from Dr. F. V. Hayden, late director of the United States 
Geological Survey of the Territories, from Alfred R. C- Selwynn, 
F.R.8., director of the Canadian Geological Survey, and many 
others, while the comments of the press have expressed a wide¬ 
spread Interest In the matter. Doubtless some readers will 
look upon tbe srttcles as dry matter, but every person of scientific 
taste will recognise the value of the paper for continual refer- 
ence, and the project as of a most enlightened character.

My First Fox and Deer. 

BT FAITHFUL. 

I was nineteen years old. For s whole year I bad (pent all 
leisure time In the hunting aeaaon, In trying to become a hunter, 
or to learn to shoot. Although the forester ou the estate near¬ 
est the town where I lived kindly bad given me permission to 
hunt there, and sent the hunter with me whenever I pleased, I 
had made very little progress In killing game. (This Winter I 
am teaching this forester's grandson to shoot, aa I am married to 
hla daughter.) Now and then a hare that happened to elt still 
In front of my post listening to the baying of the dogs, end 
probably speculating on the best way of throwing them off the 
track, became my victim; otherwise my game bag seldom con¬ 
tains anything bnt magpies, crows, and at beat the delicate 
“ Cramsvngel,” a bird very much resembling oar blackbirds In 
shape and slae, although of altogether different hablte. 

" Apropos” about the hare, for those of our sportsmen who only 
know the American bare, vulgarly called the Jack-rabbit, and 
therefore feel Inclined no- to credit their European cousins with so 
much sense as thinking of the dogs at all, I shall state the well- 
known feet that the bare when chased by dogs In the open fields 
often uses the trick to run In emong e flock of sheep where the 
■logs lose all s< ent of It. This remind* me of a hare which 
whpn chased In the woods used to take refuge to the top of a 
willow-tree growing slanting over a pond, where the doga every 
time lost the track, until she was discovered In the novel seat, 
and Inst her life In spite of all her smartness. This story la 
vouched for by a credible sportsman. 

My father was also somewhat of a sportsman, and I well re¬ 
member a fsw hunting anecdote* he told, especially on* where 


he bad killed a deer which be desired to preaent to the lawyer 
In whose office be wu studying, without paying pretty high 
custom fees tin those days) for bringing the deer Into town. He 
put the deer In the back of the wagon, piled a lot of atraw over 
It, aud had hla younger brother lay on the straw. At the gale 
the custom officer asked the usual question: "Have )ou any¬ 
thing to pay duty on - " My father quickly said, with a glance at 
hla brother laying on the strew, " No, nothing but this deer lay¬ 
ing there behind.” (Deer and animal means the same In the 
Dane language ) ‘ All right, team can pasa," replied the custom 

officer, and no custom fees were paid for that deer. 

I must edd that my father shortly after Invited the old officer 
to a good game aupper, and told him of the trick he had played 
him to the great amusement of the other guests, but his buggy 
wu ever after scrupulously searched when be passed the gates. 

My father bad given me hla single-barrel fowling-piece, caliber 
8, used when be wu young, but I soon abandoned It fora double- 
barrel guu. The gun I bought w.e, however, too heavy for me, 
and on an excursion to an estate fourteen miles from the city, I 
left It with the hunter there who agreed to give me another 
double-barrel guu for It If be could ahoot well with mine. Thus 
matters stood when In the latter part of November I met another 
sportsman who had recently come to our town, who luqulred of 
me If I knew a place where he could kill or buy a roebuck wblcu 
he could send to hla father on hla birthday. I replied that be 
could go with me to Ratblonsdal, where I wu well acquainted 
with the hunter and where I had no doubt they would sell him 
the deer u an accommodation. A trip wu Instantly resolved 
on. With some difficulty I obtained permission to be sbsent, 
snd sn hour after Mr. T. and myself were sitting In a spring 
wagon, belonging to the mall service, the driver of which had to 
wear s scarlet coat aa a sign of bis dignity, and carried a bugle 
to call sleepy waiters In hotels to the stable when he arrived.

“Thenewguul 
wu going to get to day wu much too good for me,” and so on 
until we reached the hunter’s house. Even here I wu not free 
from It, for when he produced a bottle of cognac be said I hardly 
deserved a hunter a drink; both drink and gun were too good 
for me. Reader, I wss pretty nearly crying of vexation. I was 
young, full of ambition and eeir-rellauce. My uplratlons ran 
high, but not higher than I thought I could easily see them ful¬ 
filled aud In life's lottery I thought there were no 
blanks, for me. Alul such y> uthful Ideas have gone 
long ago, never to return, like so many a cherished 
hope at that happy period of my life, but one of my 
highest ambition then, was to become a good hunter and true aporte- 
mau. It seemed to me tbat'ol the hunter every set of valor aud 
generosity could be expected u of the wandering knights of 
the middle ages; that be wu better than other common mortals; 
that life should select him for Its choicest romauce, and that be 
should gain the love of the moet beautiful lady, and more of tbl-> 
sort I surely theu believed, and even now, with gray sprinkled 
hair, I must plead guilty to the charge that some Quixotic Ideas 
still remain thereunder. 

I believe It Is no uncommon thing for people,'who, like the 
hunter and fiy-fiaber, spend much of their time tramplog over fields 
and cliffs, through forests and swamps, and by streams, to under¬ 
stand and love God's free uature In all Its forms, aud stall seasons, 
to Indulge In such self-glorlfylng thoughts. Probably such arise 
from the fact that they feel that this love of nature makes them 
better and nobler, at leut In Intentions, and that they feel that 
the part of their life spent even lu vut solitudes away from the 
uolae and strife of the world Is not the woret spent part of it. I 
am afraid that my readers will think that It takes me a loog time 
to kill that fox and deer, and I am pretly near of the same opin¬ 
ion myself; but remembrance of youtb, with Its happy Illusions, la 
my only excuse for this loog transgression.

years. In those morbid thoughts I heard the dog make one 
short bark In tbe evergreens In front of me, whereupon 1 threw 
the gun to ray shoulder, and when a second later an animal 
came rushing out therefrom, I pulled trigger when it was In 
the middle of the rosd; and, hurrah I laid the dying fox In tbe 
ditch on my side of the rosd, twenty-five steps from me. When 
I shot I heard some not very pious remarks come from Mr. T , 
but what cared I for him or bis game! 1 bad got my fox—a 
live fox with four sound legs killed at fullest speed on a narrow 
forest road. Wbat cared I now for missing twenty foxes In a 
trap! Not I. A few minutes later tbe hunter came out on the 
road between Mr. T. and myself, andasked wbostaot. * I did," I 
replied. " Then I am sure that you have spoiled me a deer,” 
he replied. “Not much, but here Is a dead fox for 
you,” I answered. (It was (wo dollars and a half In his pocket.) 

“ What, did you really kill a fox I" he said, much pleased, and 
commenced stripping the skin off him, while I hardly knew on 
what leg I would staud for satisfaction. Mr. T. who had joined 
us In very bad humor said that just when I shot he had a buck 
and two does right in front of him, and Instead of coming nearer 
to him they took another direction. I am afraid that my boaat- 
Ing was not very pleasant to any of my companions, and that I 
at least twenty times told them that I did not know whether It 
wss a deer, a fox, or a dog that was coming when I fired, and I am 
really Inclined to believe that If it had beeo the dog which was 
coming In place of the fox, he might have stood an equal good 
chance of getting peppered. 

We marched—I always compare hunters to soldiers, and have 
done some tramping both ways In my life—to auother part of the 
wood where we were again posted. Here the hunter killed a hare, 
and my gun missed fire to a large doe amoug some pine trees, 
and before I could use, or thought of using, the other barrel, she 
was far away. Mr. T. did not fire a single shot all day. The 
hunter fixed my gun all right, and again posted us not far from 
tbe last stand, but with another front. Here I also had a lot of 
evergreens on my left and some young beech trees, hardly 
shoulder-high, on my right. These latter when young more re¬ 
semble a bush than a tree and give good shelter for game. We 
had not been posted long before I beard tbe hunter hal oa: 
“Warto"—a sign that deer were coming—and shortly after I 
beard the n lse In the drv leaves and the froxen grouud under¬ 
neath, of one approaching. It came nearer and nearer, and about 
twenty steps from me, In tbe young beech-trees, I saw the neck 
and bead of a stately young buck. I raised the gun quickly aud 
fired, but when the smoke cleared away I saw nothing, where¬ 
upon I went Into the brush, and there, making his last kicks, 
Isy my " first deer.” 8uch an unlooked-for triumph I had surely 
not dreamed < f Jn the morning, and my hurrahs re-echoed far and 
near In the forest, and called my comrades to the spot. This 
ended the day’s bunt. The huuter went to the nearest game- 
keeper and ordered him to bring the deer to our hotel In the town, 
so that Mr. T. could send the deer which I killed to his father. 

After dinner we started for h me and arrived In good time for 
a late supper. The Impressions and pleasures of this day I shall 
never forget, aDd It gave roe what I mostly needed, “ self-reli¬ 
ance" In using my gun, and quickly thereafter did I learn to be 
a tolerably good shot with gua and rifle. I have killed wild cats, 
wolves, antelopes and deer; but never felt such an uumlxed pleas¬ 
ure thereby as on the day I had my first hunter’s triumph, and 
only In my first buffalo—a seven-years-old bull—did I fell a stmt 
lar pride and satisfaction. May all my readers have such glad 
remembrances from their hunting trips.

A Day Among the Woodcock and Urousc. 

Wooster, Ohio. 

Editor Chicago Field:—As the laws of Ohio prohibited quail 
shooting the past season, ruffed grouse, woodcocks and snipes 
being tbe most legitimate game, our sportsmen hsd to be con¬ 
tented with whatever kind they could find tbe most of. Having 
had several splendid days’sport during August among tbe corn¬ 
fields snd woodcocks, ] felt as though i chsnge from the fields to 
the hillsides and thickets In quest of grouse, would be most 
agreeable, but a few days more mutt elapse before the first of 
September comes; thst being tbe opening day for grouse lu this 
state. 

The morulng of the 1st I determined to try for a few birds, 
and I bad In my mind a piece of country over which I bad never 
failed to find plenty of birds. This tract Is very rough, being cut 
up with deep ravlues. High hills skirting either side of a well- 
watered valley, and In plaeee lined with haxel-bruah, grape-vines, 
fallen timber, beggar's lice, nettles, rocks, etc., and where the 
feather-bed and theoretical sportsman would never si t a foot or 
draw blood, unless It would be from Ills nose In a tumble. 80

I opened the oataldo door and ehe ran 
Into the back yard aod under the pig pen. She did not remain there 
hut a few momenta when she came • ut and ran for the boase again. 
She went by me and would not atop or pay any attention lo my calling 
to her, but finding the door cloned ahe ** eni down tbe back vard again 
aud under the wood-houav; ahu got back under it Just as far aa ahe 
coaid, and would not be called oat. I called tbe old dog, and by call¬ 
ing and coaxing her with him in eight of her, she came out, and I 
turned her into the dog yard. She appeared to be very much excited, 
nervous and trembling all over like a pup when terribly frightened. I 
saw her again before going to my offico,aua thought she would get over it. 
perhaps, by Dinner time. When I came to dinner I found her stretched 
out in the Kennel, twitching aud Jerking all over, and n eort of a rattle 
at each breath, aud tbe eyea somewhat blood-abut, aud the membrane 
at the corners of tbe eye nearly covering tbe sight. I spoke to her 
several time*, and she looked up and seeing the old dog near me ahe 

S ot up and came out, bnt wont almost Immediately hack and laid down 
ler noao wa* moist and her head did not appear hotter than usual; 
atlll ahe was feverish. I gave her aantonlnc and aconite, alternately, 
every hour until nine o'clock that evening, a id in the morning ahe 
appeared aa well aa uaual. I took It to be an acute attack of worms. 
To-day ahe was playing In tbe yard with tho old dog aud the firm I 
knew or anything wrong ahe came running Into the house and tore 
around In precisely the same wav, and barklug some; and when 1 
turned her outdoors ahe crouched down In a cellar window aud then 
rai* for the wood-house again Aa aoon aa I could Induce her to come 
out I put her in tbe yard aud gavu her I be sanlonlne, and after two doses 
ahe seemed lo be all right again. Please tell me what you think is the 
matter with her and what I should do. I am afraid ’my diagnosis Is 
not correct and that she g ts better In spite of ray medicine. Aus.— 
They are probably fits from a disordered stomach; either iudlgestion or 
overloading causing nervous Irritation. Fils from worms generally 
show so no premonitory symptoms, ns capricious appetite, some fever, 
thin In flesh, coat staring, and pot belly. Give a dose of castor oil, ana 
give five or six doses of bromide of potash in five-grain dosea In solu¬ 
tion every two hours. If the oil brings away any worms follow It with 
santonine in doses of two grains mixed with half a dram of granalated 
sugar dissolved In a Inblespoonful of milk, morning and night, for two 
days, and follow last dose with another dose of oi ]. Give tbe powder 
on an empty stomach. 

Target, Norwich, Conn.—I have a finely bred bitch puppy, nine 
months old. She Is a bitch of great promise both ns to looic- and In 
field qualities, but is grievously aflllcled with fits. She passed through 
distemper wheu about four months old, and won sick nearly a month or 
six weeks; wheu once past It, she gained fust and appeared one of the 
healthiest of pups. At aIkiul six mouths of age she showed the first fit, 
which came ou while at exercise. I secured her carefully,and as soon ns 
she was out oflt carried her home aud gave her an Injection of lauda¬ 
num and ether, and In six hours she appeared all right and hs lively an 
ever. 1 attributed it lo swallowing a tooth, as she had not shed quite 
all of her teeth, and I extracted what were left, three in all. I think. 
Three weeks later, while at exercise, she bad another. I then com¬ 
menced to look for worms, and administered a Xaldalre powder, but 
she showed no worms. She has now had five fits, and were ii not for 
her promise mv strongest Inclination would be to put an end to her 
sufferings by killing her. The only particular symptoms which she 
exhibits are that her passages art* bard, aud have been since the first fit, 
with the exception of a few days after giving her tbe powder. Her 
appetite Is rather unnatural, the past two weeks, as she want* a great 
deal, aud what she doeacat she bolts most ravenously. I have attribu¬ 
ted this to the short allowance which 1 have given her, as 1 have been 
careful that she should not overload her stomach, us I have noticed her 
fits most always eoine on soon after eating; In two cases she had them 
while on thuebniu. I have given her geutlc exercise every day and 
twice a day, and uow keep her In a yard by herself, and in this yard she 
has had one, without any especial exercise or feeding. I will say of her 
general condition she Is now rather thin In flesh, when two weeks ago 
she was fat: her hair looks rather rough, although not bad; her eyes 
seem all right; In disposition she is very nervou- aud higbstruug, but 
full of courage. Through all of her sickness her nose has been cool and 
moist, and I have never been able to detect any fever. If from the foie- 
goiug you cuu render mo auy os-letance, It will be heartily appreciated 
An".- Her fits arc undoubtedly from worms. Give a dose or oil t«> start 
with, and alter It has operated bugin on snntouiue powders of throe 
grains each mixed with granulated sugur, one drachm for each powder.

Will 
a bitch w ho has by accident hnd pups by an off dog likely to show it 
In her future stock? There have been so many conflicting opinions on 
this subject that I should like to hear from some one who uuderslauds 
the caae fully. Aus —1. For a bench show feed your dog ou vegetables, 
such us onions, carrots, turnips aud potatoes thoroughly boiled with 
beet, to which add oatincnl well boiled. Alternate the carrots, turnips, 
and potatoes with the onions, but onions every day Feed twice a day, 
mornings and nights. Itiiu the dog at least five miles iu the morulug 
and the same distance In the evening—ten miles each time would be 
better. Groom thoroughly as you would a horse, with n regular horse- 
brush every day. Wash once in two weeks with bicarbonate of soda, 
a stroug solution, rinsed off with pluiu w ter. Give him clean straw 
and a comfortably warm uud dry place to sleep In, aud, though last, not 
lens , give him one-half a gallon of butter-inllk each dav in the middle 
of the day, If he will drink It. For a field trial give your dog plenty of 
work lu the field, a hearty supper at night, n comfortable place to sleep 
in. and a light breakfast in tne morning. 2 . It is all bosb; one of those 
relics of lgnorauce aud careless breeding. If such be the case all that 
is necessary is to breod ouce to a well-bred dog, and In future use any 
enr to impregnate tbe bitch; a sufficient number of the progeny, ac¬ 
cording to this theory, would resemble the dog of the first union to tnako 
such breedings success.

After 
whelping give her all the milk she will drink At the end of four days 
give her solid food In additloo. A ta^Iu-poonful ot castor-oil the second 
day will do her good.

Seven million and a half of shad from those produced at Havre 
de Grace were deposited In the waters of Maryland. The opera¬ 
tions at this point were Jointly conducted by tbe United States 
and the Maryland Commissions. 

Many distributions of the German carp have been made, and 
the aucceee of this valuable Bah has been established beyond 
all doubt; the California salmon has also received attention. 

Tbe Maryland Commission Is a most active and serviceable one, 
and Its reports are In demand. 

The Salmon Disease In Scotland. 

A writer In Bally't Magaelne, over the nom de plume of “ Ellao- 
gowao," writes of tbe disease which has plagued tbe salmon In 
Great Britain tbe past season, fnd also gives bis views on fishing 
laws, etc. He writes: 

" A striking feature of the two last salmon seasons In Scotland 
consisted In the taking of a large number of big fish. On the 
Tay alone some veritable monsters of the deep were captured, 
one fish having been secured which pulled down the scales at 
stzly-five pounds, whilst there were halt a dozen taken which 
ranged from fifty pounds to sixty pounds weight, not to speak of 
many considerable flab below that weight, many having been 
captured of forty pounds and upward. In 1876 a salmon which 
weighed seventy pounds was taken out of tbe Tay, and since 
then one or two large ones have been brought ashore It may 
he stated, as being In some degree a corroboration of my argu¬ 
ment, that so far as the Tay Is concerned, only three of tbe great 
fish of the season reached tbe upper waters', the others being II 
bagged on wbat I may call the commercial fisheries. What les¬ 
son In the economy of a salmon river may be deduced from the 
fact of such a large number of big fish being taken! The fact 
of a river yielding such large salmon should teach us that there 
la room enough for the fish to grow and an ample supply of food; 
consequently that the river Is not overcrowded. But no person 
can tell bow long these fish hare been In attaining to such a heavy 
weight; it has never yet been determined, with any degree of 
accuracy, bow long It takes a salmon to put on a pound of flesh: 
hence there are s variety of Opinions on the subject, some people 
maintaining that a sixty pound fish will beat least twelve years of 
age. That may be so, but my opinion Is that the fish are so 
eagerly hunted that It Is almost an Impossibility for any given 
salmon to escape tbe snares which are set for him for so long a 
period, and that therefore the fish are not so old as has been In¬ 
timated. 

" One thing, in my opinion, Is qnlte certain; It Is that none of 
our rivers are so populous with fish as to lead to disease from 
“overcrowding.” That Isa theory which I cannot for a moment 
entertain, yet It Is a theory which has been Industriously set forth 
as a reason for the recent outbreak of the salmon disease In some* 
of the southern salmon streams of Scotland. The ‘ disease ’ Is 
a somewhat curious one, and no real remedy has been devised 
for It; It comes mysteriously, works Its mission, and then ceases. 
At the date on which I am writing the disease has vanished, yet 
a few weeks ago and It was rampant, tbe cause of great mortality 
In our rivers, and of much annoyance and sorrow to anglers. I 
have no wish to euter Into the technicalities of the ‘ salmon 
plague’ here, the more especially as a commission of Inquiry Is 
now traveling to diagnose, Investigate, and report. I shall await 
the Issue of that document. I shall read the evidence taken, 
and having formed an opinion of my own, I may then return to 
the subject. In the meantime let me say that the disease Is no 
new calamity. My father knew It well, and It has been known In 
connection with the Tweed and Its tributaries for at least sixty- 
years. The malady, as the readers of Body may have heard, takes 
the shape of a fuugold growth, chiefly on the head (nose) of tbe 
flsb, and on any other part of the animal not well protected 
with scales. Tula growth causes great irritation to the animal; 
In fact, It often results in Its dashing itself so determinedly 
against a stone as to speedily result In the death of tbe salmon. 
No person seems able to say whether the wooly growth Is the 
cause or tbe effect of the disease; my humble opinion Is that the 
fungus Is an effect, and not a cause, of tbe malady. Be that as 
It may, a thousand fish have before now been found dead In a 
stream, all of them bearing evidence of the fungoid growth. Had 
n, t a commission been appointed to travel the salmon .districts, 
and flud out, if possible, wbat Is wrong, 1 dare say some persons 
would have persisted In asserting that the disease arose from the 
rivers being overstocked; but I feel confident enough to assert 
that neither tbe Eden nor the Tweed Is at present burdened with 
too great a supply of fl-h. Nor can the disease arise from ‘ pol¬ 
lution,’ tor tbe best of reasons, namely, that It existed long be¬ 
fore ‘ pollution’ became a grievance. Moreover, the fungoid 
growth attacks salmon eggs, although they may be In process of 
batchlog In the very purest of water. Another great fact Is that 
the same disease has appeared lu Californian waters, where there 
Is not, and never hss been, any symptom of ‘pollution.’ It Is 
sincerely to be hoped that the commission now traveling will not 
ouly Sod out tbe cause of the disease, but be able as well to sug¬ 
gest a remedy for It. It has oot yet been observed on the river 
Tay, but It may soon spread to that famed salmon stream, as well 
as to others which are well stocked with valuable fish, and I do 
not require to say that In ’ poaching,’ ’ pollution,’ and ’ bad sea¬ 
sons,’ salmon proprietors have enough to contend with without 
an attack of tbe disease." 


Terrapin. 

A great many people eat terrapin, some at their own expense, 
more at somebody else’s expense. Comparatively few, however, 
know much about them. A gentleman, the other day at dinner, 
told me that until lately be had an undefined notion that they 
were a species of bird. 

A visit of Inquiry to Mr. Tevta, the game dealer, on Walnut 
street, above Fourth, would result In the eollghteument of many 
who simply go there to buy. Terrapin are distinct from snappers 
and green turtles, and do not possess the biting and quarrelsome 
disposition of their cousins. The best and most expensive are 
the diamond backs and Egg Harbor terrapin, the former from the 
Chesapeake and the latter from Delaware Bay. They differ con¬ 
siderably In apearance, the shell of the former being more 
deeply marked, and having sharp potnted elevations along the 
center of the upper shell. Their beads are looger and slimmer 
than those from Delaware Bay. 

The Southern or Carolina terrapin are Inferior to the former 
Varieties. Their beads are very mneb broader, and their backs 
smoother and more convex. They are taken along the ooaat of 
North and Sooth Carolina. Unlike tbe Northern species, barna¬ 
cles are often found dinging to their shells. Large, fine looking 
terrapin are found In Texas and Florida, but are to stringy and 
tough at to be comparatively worthless 

lu North and South Carolina they can boast of land terrapin, 
known as the “ gopher.” It has a great high shell, the lower 
shell having a sort of hinge-ttke arrangement In front, by which 
It can quickly conceal Its bead from Intrusion It It little vet¬ 
oed hare. 


Some trash-water terrapin, ugly, dirty looking things, are ob¬ 
tained from the mountain abeam* of this state. They are miser¬ 
able specimens, both to look at and eat; In fact, tbe only eatable 
fresh-water terrapin are the “ red-bellies," but these are so small 
as hardly to be worth the catching. 

Terrapin are-aold by the count. A “ count ” being a terrapin, 
the lower shell of which measures Just, tlx Inches In length. 
Twelve of this site are called a dozen; of those from five and a 
half to six Inches In length, eighteen; and those from five to five 
and a half, twenty-four make a dozen. Those measuring from 
four to five Inches vary from forty-e'ght to sixty to the dozen. 

What are known as the “ bulls” are the male terrapin, which 
are small and tough, and are sold by the hundred. 

By tbe way, the great difference In value between the larger 
and smaller sizes of female terrapin, Is caused by the fact that 
full-sized “counts” always contain eggs, which add greatly to 
the appearance of the dainty dlsb when served up for the ex¬ 
pectant epicure. Another proof of tbe superiority of tbe gentler 
sex. 

Bo long as frost continues, terrapin can be kept without food, 
and lose nothing either In weight or flavor. 

In Maryland, there Is a statute forbidding tbe selling of terra¬ 
pin leas than five Inches In length, but an attempt to obtain a 
similar law In this state resulted In failure. 

We have laws to protect almost everything else, but the modern 
legislator turns a deaf ear to the pleadings of the persecuted ter¬ 
rapin. 

Terrapin la essentially a Philadelphia dish. Btltlmore de¬ 
lights In it, Washington eats It, New York knows It; but In Phil¬ 
adelphia It approaches a crime not to be passionately fond of It 
There Is an old story of a stranger who visited Philadelphia with 
the best of introductions. The fashionable bouses were opened 
to him. He was everywhere Ilk d, and everybody was anxious 
to serve him. He would undoubtedly have carried successfully 
through tbe husluess which brought him there, bad it not been 
that at a dinner given In his honor, be had tbe misfortune to say 
he “ detested terrapin.” From that moment the wind changed, 
and be went homo a disappointed and disgraced man. In terra¬ 
pins, as In chicken croquettes, the superiority of Philadelphia Is 
universally granted, though Baltimore claims much excellence 
for the terrapin In “ Maryland style," which Is the customary way 
of cooking It In Washington as well. In the capital, I one night 
tasted fried terrapin. It was a black, unsightly, leathery object, 
and of course was not received with favor. The chicken cro¬ 
quette Is the secret of Augustine—that of his sons, now that tbe 
original Is dead—and It would be easier to obtain an advance 
copy of the President’s Message than Augustine’s croquette 
receipt. Delmonlco, of New York, has sighed for It for years In 
vain. Subjoined Is a famous terrapin recipe, and If carefully fol¬ 
lowed, you will have the creature In all its glory : 

Process of boiling: Put in boiling water alive, and let them 
remain until tbe claws become soft: after they are cool, open 
them, and pick out the meat, being careful not to break the gall; 
use only the meat and hear and clam. To one large terrapin, the 
yellows of three hard-boiled eggs, mashed very fine, with one 
tablespoonful of flour, a little cream, salt and pepper, sherry wine 
to taste. Put Into a clean tin pan not quite a quarter of a pound 
of butter, let It melt, not allowing It to get brown, put In the 
terrapin (nicely picked); when warmed through pour In the dress¬ 
ing. Let It boll up once or twice, and It Is finished.— Col. John 
W. Fornbt, in the Epicure.

Some Southern Fishes. 


NO. IV. 

Halifax Inlet, Florida. 

Editor Chicago Field:— The whiting, or klngfish, Mcntlci- 
nut nebulusut, Gill. One of the beet of the coast fishes on the 
table, and one which gives very good sport to tbe angler. There 
are two species here, the above—known as tbe calico whiting, 
from Its checkered bars upon a silvery ground—and the silvery 
whiting; both are found In tbe Inlets and bays, usually In deep 
channels, and are taken on the bottom, with cal, mullet or clam 
bait It Is a -trong and active fish, weighing from 4oz. to lib., 
and takes tbe bait with a rush, like a brook trout. With a light rod 
and fine tackle, the sport Is sometimes excellent, but the numbers 
of this fish vary much from year to year. 

Cavalll, Trachyuutue carollnue, Gill, comes Into the Inlets and 
bays of tbe east coast of Florida about April, and proves almost 
as destructive to tbe smaller fishes as tbe blue fish. In color and 
form It resembles the pompano, though its habits are different; a 
very active aDd sporting fish, taking bait or fly either at tbe bot¬ 
tom or on the surface, fighting hard aud dying game. Colors, 
olive green, silvery and golden, changing as the fish dies, like the 
dolphin. Grows to tbe weight of fifteen pounds, tbe flesh Is 
black aod white, and rather oily In flavor, very much Inferior to 
that of the pompano, with which It Is sometimes confounded, 
goes In large schools and Is an omnivorous feeder. 

Pompano, Bothohnnae pompanat, Holbrook. This can hardly 
be called an angler’s fish, It Is so rarely taken with book and line. 
In ten Winters on the east coast of Florida, I have only known 
of odc specimen to be taken with the book. In Summer It Is 
taken In considerable numbers with tbe cast-net The pompano 
much resembles the cavalll In appearance, but there the llkrueas 
ends—the pompano being one of the most delicious of all Ashes 
on the table, and so highly prlzpd by tbe epicuresof the Southern 
cities that It sometimes brings one dollar a pound. It Is difficult 
to describe a flavor, but that of the pompano Is a mixture of 
richness and delicacy, which places It at the head of the finny 
tribes; rarely exceeds five pounds In weight, Is a bottom flab, and 
feeds on shellfish and mollusks; spawns In May. 

Tbe Lafayette, or beluga, croker, plgfish, sailor’s choice, yel- 
lowtall. T..eee are small panfisb, found more or less abundantly 
on the Florida coast Some seasons one kind la very numerous, 
another year It Is scarce, and the others are plenty; they all take 
the hook freely, and are encumbered with so many different 
names In different regions as to be Identified with difficulty. 

Bluellsh — Pomalomut ealtatrtx, Gill. This Is the same ferocious 
and destructive creature which on tbe northern coast wages war 
on the menhaden—though here It Is too small to destroy anything 
except the young mullet. It Is found In large schools of a alas 
varying from two ounces In weight to two pounds. It doubtless 
breeds here, and perhaps goes north to pass the Summer, like 
other distinguished citizens. These that I have described are tbe 
chief fleheaof value, excepting the mullet,most valuable of all,like 
the mackerel and cod of northern waters. The mullet la a veg¬ 
etable feeder, apparently, or perhaps Its food may bo minute 
organisms which It procures from the mud with which Its stomach 
Is usually filled. It Is found everywhere In tbe bays and Inlets, 
aod In the spawning season In great schools reaching for miles. 
Tbe mullet Is tbe common prey of all fishes and birds, as well as 
of mankind, and yet its numbers asem Dot to be diminishing. II 
takes salt better than most fishes, and Is the southern substitute 
for the mackerel.. 

Besides these sporting and food fishes, the angler In these 
waters often encounters great fiehea of prey, which sometimes 


get the better of him, aud destroy bis tackle. Bharks ofte. cut 
off hla hooks, and sometimes take bis fish from tbe hook as be 
plays It. Bawflsh and rags of great size carry hla book to the 
bottom, or run away with It acroas the river, and finally, after an 
hour’s contest, break loose. In some holes under logs, live huge 
conger eels as thick as a man’s leg, which when hauled Into the 
boat, attack the angler open-mouthed, and must be knocked on 
the bead with an oar. There Is a species of sea-catfish weighing 
eight or ten pounds which fights when hooked, like a bass. It Is 
armed with sharp spines which Inflict painful wounds on the 
careless hand, and its akin Is covered with a disgusting slime. 
These are some of the drawbacks to sport. 8. C. C. 

Report of the Nebraska Commission. 


The first annual report of tbe Fish Commission of Nebraska 
for the year 1879 Is a very creditable one for a commission which 
only dstes Its existence from last June, when correspondence was 
Immediately opened with tbe fish commissioners of all other 
states, and with tbe United States commissioners, for the pur¬ 
pose of harvesting from tbelr experiences tbe best and most 
economical methods of carrying out the Intentions of tbe above 
quoted act. In the meantime a meeting was held at Omaha, 
Nebraska, on the twenty-first day of June, 1879, at which Hon. 
William L. May, of Fremont, Dodge county, and Bon. H. 8. 
Kaley, of Red Cloud, Webster county, and Dr. R. R. Livingston 
attended. At this meeting Hon. Wm. L. May was elected presi¬ 
dent of the board, and Hon. H. 8. Kaley its secretary; and work 
was at once laid out for the ensuing seison. Tbe remarkably small 
appropriation of five hundred dollars per annum, provided In tbe 
third section of tbe act creating tbe board, being all the means 
at command, the appointees on this Importsnt work determined 
to use It solely for the purpose of piylng for spawn aod its trans¬ 
portation, together with tbe cost of hatching the same, and for 
such other Items as might be ueeded for the transaction of Its 
business. This left nothing tor personal expenses Incurred In 
traveling, telegraphing, etc., yet the commissioners at the ex¬ 
pen e of their own time and money visited many hatching 
bouses and tbe national carp ponds at Washington In order to 
acquire the necessary knowledge to begin their labors with. 

From tbe Uolted States Fish Commission there were received 
100.000 eggs of the California salmon which were batched by 
Messrs. Romalne &. Decker at their private hatchery at South 
Bend and 190,000 fry returned. Some carp are expected from 
the national ponds this year, aod it Is to'be hoped that the legis¬ 
lature will so increase the amount of the appropriation as to 
enable tbelr commissioners to construct ponds to receive and 
breed this most valuable fish. 

Tbe report gives some Instructions In fish culture, a Hat of the 
lakes and streams of Nebraska, and closes with a list of the 
different fish commissioners which la credited to the Chicago 
Field, as follows: “ We append hereto a corrected list of flsb 
commissioners, carefully copied from the Chicago Field, a 
weekly Journal devotlug much of Its space to valuable articles 
on fish-culture and the natural history of fishes, and we com¬ 
mend this ably edited paper to all Interested In tbe propigstlon 
of fish as one that will amply repay tbelr subscription by furnish 
Ing Information of vast importance, especially to those not 
specially skilled In the art.” 

Report of tbe Wisconsin Commission. 


The annual report of the Wisconsin Fish Commission for tbe 
past year Is not large, but Is very practical. It records between 
six and seven millions of whlte-fisb eggs taken, and about three 
and a half millions of lake trout, while tbe brook trout has fur¬ 
nished about a million, which have all been hatched and placed 
In the public waters of tbe state. It Is the Intention to try to 
obtain the spawn of the wall-eyed pike this Spring and attempt 
their propagation. 

Wisconsin has a white-fish which takes the hook; they are 
caught in great numbers In Lake Meodota, from which they take 
tbelr name, at Madison and a few other localities, and are exten¬ 
sively used upon the tables of tbe hotels at Madison, and by the 
people of that city. In weight they vary from one to two 
pounds, and occasionally higher. This fish has been Introduced 
Into Minnesota, the commissioners of that state having obtained 
200 000 eggs of them In 1878. 

Tbe European carp will be obtained from Professor Baird, U. 
8. Fish Commissioner, this Spring and distributed. The report 
speaks highly of tbe success which the carp has attained In this 
country, and gives directions for Its care. 

The report of Superintendent Welcher follows and gives tbe 
location and number of the deposits of California and land-locked 
salmon, and closes with a list of fish commissioners, in which sre 
many errors. 

Tbe Other Side. 

We recently published an account of tbe annual celebration lu 
Germany of tbe anniversary of tbe punishment of the Judges by 
Frederick tbe Great for giving wbat he considered to be an un¬ 
just decision against tbe miller who was supposed to have dam¬ 
aged the fish pond of a rich mao. A prominent German editor 
writes us: 

“ In your Issue of Feh. 7, of this year, you mention tbe puu- 
lehment Inflicted by Frederick the Great upon the Judges Ran- 
slebln, Frtedel and Graun, for their decision against tbe miller 
Arnold, and In favor of the land-owner Baron von Ger.-dorf. You 
say: ‘In this decree It was stated that princes SDd peasants are 
alike before tbe law, and that a similar punishment would be 
Inflicted upon any other judges who should deliver so unright¬ 
eous a sentence.’ 

“ These are golden words, whether from a monarch or a simple 
republican; nevertheless this deed was a bard blow to Justice, and 
made a crown of martyrdom for tbe Judges, for, the Juiget wen 
right and the king woe wrong. The judges went to prison without 
bowing. 

"The good Intentions of Frederick are highly to be praised, 
but he was misled, and we hereby see that the good Intentions 
of an absolute monarch never can equal, let him be never so wise 
and honest, the laws of a free people.”
